| Fecturity of Britain. 

Portugal ſcems to be wholly abandon'd to the 
power of Spain, notwithſtanding the great Ad- 
H rantages we have received during this War, by 
our Trade with that Kingdom, which might 
till be extreamly beneficial to us. 

Upon the whole, there is ſo very little and 
inconſiderable a Difference between theſe Offers 
of France, and thoſe made at Uiteht, February 
' the 11th, V. S. and fign'd Huxelles (as appears 
to us upon comparing them together) that both 
ſeem to be the Effect of a Secret and a Titular 
Negotiation with France; and this Houſe ha- 
ring unanimoufly concurred, in expreſſing to

From the very beginning, both Living and 
Dying, he wholly reſigu'd himiclt up to the 
Will of God, ſpending his time in daily Pray-

Earl of Orrery, who bchav*d himſelf with the 
greatelt Vigor in this Matter, declar'd his Opinion, 
that ſince the Council continued obſtinate, it was 
proper to proceed to a Choice of their Succeſſors, 
which was done accordingly ; and it was alſo 
agreed, that the Acts of the former Council, which 
were only Proviſional, ſhould be revok'd, The 
new Counſellors were the Sieur Coriache, Vicar

Whilſt the Peace was yet uncertain, the States

Encouragement to return home after the Peace it 
made, 

Wherefore the Minifters, Plenipoten tlaries of the 
ſaid Allies, authorized for the general Peace, find 
themſelves obliged, in Conformity to the Expreſs Or- 
ders of their Sovereigns, to deſire earneſtly the Mini- 
ters, Plenipotentiaries of his Maſt Chriſtian Maieſty, 
10 be pleaſed to make ſuch Repreſentations to the King 
their Maſter, that all the French Proteſtants may 
have the Relief granted them which they have ſo long 
ſahed for, and that they may be re-e/tabliſÞd in their 
Rights and Priviledges in the Matter of Religion, 
and ſo enjoy intire Liberty of Conſcience ; and that 
eaſe of them which are in Priſons, Galleys or other-

Aſter reading of this Paper in the Lower Houſe, 
Dr. B ks made a vehement Speech for reje-

Eſſieurs de Brockbuyſen, and other Deputies of their 
M High Mightineſſes for Foreign Affairs (who in pur 
ſuance and Execution of the Commiſſorial Reſolution of 
the 12th paſt, examin'd, together with ſome of the De. 
puties of the Council of State, the Letter of M. van _ 
ſelle, Envoy Extraordinary for their High Mightineſſes 
to the Court of Her Majeſty the Queen of Great Britain, 
Writ the 8th of the laſt Month, containing an Account of 
the Reſolutions taken by the Houſe of Commons of the 
Parliament of Great Britain, for continuing in the Nether. 
binds this Year 1712, 1, The 40000 Men ſent thither by 
her Majeſty at the beginning of the War: 2. The 10009 
Troops of Augmentation which were agreed upon in 1702, 
and the 15178 Men which have been engaged in her Ma- 
jeſty's Service ſince the Year 1703: But the latter on Con- 
dition that the State ſhould on her Part maintain as many 
Troops in proportion as Three to Two, have reported tg 
the Aſſembly: | 

That while they were Examining the abovemention'd 
Letter, they were Informed that the Earl of Straffori, 
Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of her ſaid 
Majeſty, had the Day before his going to Utrecht, which was 
Monday laſt, inſinuated to ſome Perſons, that he had re- 
ceived Orders by Mr. St. ohn Secretary of State, to de. 
ciarc to their High and Mightineſſes, that they muſt make 
good their Quota of Three Fifths in proportion to the a. 
boyemention'd 15178 Men; otherwiſe her Majefty would 
caſhier as many as was neceſſary to make juſt Two Fiſths 
to anſwer Three Fifchs, in proportion to the Number of 
Troops which the State furniſh in the Netherlands to an. 
ſwer the ſaid 15178 Men; which Iafinuation was founded 
on this Suppoſition, That at thebeginning of the War the 
States had conſented to furniſh in the Netherlands 102000 
Men, viz 42000 for Garriſons, and 60000 for the Ficld 
and that Great Britain on her part was not obliged to furniſh 
more than 40000 Men in the Netherlands. Since which 
the Troops were augmented in 1703 by20000 Men, that 
were to be paid half by Great Britain and half by the

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States But as fo the 15178 Men furniſhed by her Mi- 
iefty of Great Britain ſince 1703. the firft proportion of 
60000 Men to 40009, or of Three Fitths to Two Fifths 
was to be obſerv'd. | 

That on this Occaſion, They the ſaid Deputies had alſo 
examin'd the Votes or Reſolutions of the Houſe of Com- 
mons of the Parliament of Great Britain of the 16th of Feb. 
ruary this Year, N. S. by which they Charge this State with 
not having ſatisty'd its Engagements in divers Reſpetts, as 
to the Troops which they were obliged to furniſh accord- 
ing to their Quota for the War.. And that they had ex- 
amin'd the Addreſs preſented to her Majefty on this Head; 
which Addreſs, as well as the {aid Votes, have been Printed 
and Publiſhed every where. 

That to demonſtrate how little Ground there is either for 
the ſaid Suppoſition, or for the Deficiency which ti.c ſaid 
Reſolutions and Addreſs Charge upon the States, they have 
drawn u P a Memorial, which they have at the ſame time laid 
before the Aſſembly, as it is here inſcrted at the end of 
theſe Preſents. 

Upon which the States having deliberated, it was judged 
fit, and reſolv'd that they would ſend to the Sicur de Bor- 
ſele, Envoy Extraordinary of their High Mightineff.s to 
the Ceurt of her Majeſty the Queen of Great Britain, a 
Copy of the ſaid Memorial and of the Pieces hereunto join'd g 
and that he ſhall be order'd to repreſent both viva voce, and 
by Writing, to her ſaid Majeſty, and otherwile where it 
might be uſeful, that the Inſinuation of the ſaid Earl of 
Strafford, importing that the States muſt furniſh what is 
wanting of their Three Fifths to anſuer the ſaid 15178 Men 
otherwiſe her Majeſty would leſſen the Number of Hers to 
the proportion of Two Fifths to thoſe of this Sta te, has 
very much troubled themz and that likewiſe in their Jud 
ment it is not well founded, fince un the one Hand it can't 
be reaſonably demanded of the State, which already bears 
ſo much Burden, that they ſhould augment their Troops;

That further, the ſaid Sieur van Borſelle ſhall repreſent 
on this Occaſion to her Majeſty, that their High Migh- 
tineſſes are very much griey'd, to find that by the (aid 
Votes and Addreſs, publickly printed and diſpers'd thro' 
the World, they are Condemned without being heard, as 
if they had not fulfil'd their Engagements, nor contributed 
as much as they ought, in proportion to her Majefty, to- 
wards the Charge of the War, 

That their High Mightineſſes to clear themſelves of this 
Charge, and to inform her Majefty ot the Reaſons which 
perſwade them that they are Wrongfully Charg'd, have 
order'd him to preſent the ſaid Memorial to her Majeſty, 
and to add, that if her Majeſty (as they hope ſhe will) wou 
make an equitable and favourable Refleion upon the 
Efforts which the State has made and continues to make 
in this preſent Wat, after having already gone thro' Two 
others extremely Burdenſome z and if ſhe would duly con- 
fider that they begun this with 110000 Men, ſo great an 
Effort, as they never made the like before; that further 
from Time to Time they have conſiderably augmented the 
Number of their Troops, to which muſt be added the con- 
fideration of the Subſidies which they annually pay, and 
the Naval Equipments they make, their High Mightineſſes 
aſſure themſelves, that not only her Majeſty according to 
her well known Equity; but alſo the whole World muſt 
neceſſarily be convinced, that theStatein this preſent War has 
done as much and more than cou'd have been expected in 
Reaſon and Juſtice of a good and faithful Ally, and that 
nothing but an exceſs of Leve for their Liberty and for their 
Religion, and an ardent Zeal to aſſiſt in warding off that 
Slavery with which all Europe is threatned, cou'd have in- 
duc'd them to make ſuch great Efforts, and to contjnue 
them ſo long. That they return Thanks to God, who by 
his Goodnels has fo bleſs'd the Efforts they have made in 
Conjunction with her Majeſty and their other Allies, that 
by comparing the preſent State of Aﬀairs with what they 
were at the beginning of che War, we may find a W. 1 
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changes So tlat to lay a juſt Foundation of Hope that by 
a good Peace, we may obtain the End defired, there 
ſeems _—_— to be wanting but the Preſervation among 
the Allies of that ſame Firmneſs, Union and Vigour, with 
— the War was begun and has been hitherto con- 
tinued. 

That their High Mightineſſes have always conſider'd 8 
Union and good Harmony betwixt her Majeſty and this 


State, and between their Subjects on both ſides, as the ſtrong- 


eſt Support to the Common Cauſe; that they are ſtill of 
the ſame Opinion, and believe this Union to be more neceſ- 
ſary now than ever. That they have always carefully en- 
deavour'd, and will endeaveur for the Time to come, to pre- 
ſerve her Majeſty's Affe ctions and Friendſhip, and to cul- 
tivate and increaſe the ſaid Union and good Underſtanding 
betwixt the Two Nations; That there is nothing more 
Grieyous to them than to be obliged to juſtify themſelves 
zgainft Cenſures ſo little deſery'd, conſidering that hereby 
the * to whom a Union betwixt her Majefty and the 
State muſt be formidable, may conceive hopes of a Cold- 
neſs and Diviſion betwixt Allies fo ſtrictly United, which 
cannot fail of being prejudicial to both, 

That therefore their High Mightineſſes wiſh this Stone 
of Stumbling had never been laid in the way, and that 
it may be remov'd as ſoon as poſſible, That they hope 
chiefly from her Majeſty's great Equity and from her 
well known Zeal for the Common Cauſe, that ſhe will not 
tack the continuation of the Service of her Troops in the 
Netherlands, d particularly of the ſaid 15178 Men, to the 
Augmentation of thoſe of this State. 

That their High Mightineſſes on their fide, will always 
contribute as much as lyes in their Power or depends upon 
them, not only to advance as formerly the welfare of the 
Common Cauſe, but alſo to concert with all poſſible Con- 
fdence in her Majeſty the neceſſary Meaſures for that End, 
and to ſatisfy her Majeſty by real Effects, that they de- 
ire and infinitely eſteem her Affection and Friendſhip, of 
which the Sieur Var Beorſelle ſhall give her Majeſty the 
ſtrongeſt Aſſurances, 

There ſhall alſo be deliver'd a Copy of the preſent Re- 
ſolution of their High Mightineſſes, and one of the above - 
ſaid Memorial to the Earl of Strafford, Ambaſſador Extaor-

during the Courſe of this preſent War, to furniſh what they 
ougbt of their Quota or Contingent, according to their Engage. 
ments. : 


H E Reſolutions, or Votes, abovementioned, are 


dated Tueſday the 1 of February, 171 andconceiyed

in theſe Terms, 

Reſolved, That the States General have been deficient in 
the Quotas for Sea-Service, in proportion to the Number of Ships 
provided by ber Majeſty, ſome Tears two Thirds, and generally 
more than half of their Quota. 

Reſolved, That the Forces _— and paid by her Majeſty 
for the cariying on the War in Spain from the Tear 1705, 10 the 
Tear 1711 tnclufive, amounted to Fifty Seven Thouſand, Nine

But tho? it be impoſſible that the ſaid Reſolutions and 
Addreſs ſhou'd fail of making a Diſadvantageous Impreſſion 
** of the States upon thoſe who have not an exact Knowledge 
ofAfﬀairs, yet they muſt loſe very much of their Force, when 
it is conſfider'd that the Reſolutions and Addreſs were formed 
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and the States General fp poſitively Condemned by them 
Without — opportunity directly or indirectly to

make known they had to ſay on this ſubjeR, or the 
leaſt Knowledge of the Eftimates, or Liſts, upon which thoſe 
Votes were founded; in ſhort, withqut having any way left 
them to remove, by Explanation and neceſſary Information, 
the Prejudices that the Houſe ſeems to have entertain'd a. 
gainſt their Conduct; which certainly is not conſiſtent with 
the Rules of Equity and Friendſhip, | 
But as we have receiv'd, ſince thoſe Reſolutions were 
formed, a Copy from private Hands, of the Eſtimates laid 
before the Houſe, which probably gave occaſion to the ſaid 
eſolves, and being thereby, in fome meaſure, informed cf 
the Gronnds on which they were founded, we are in a con- 
dition to make ſome Remarks upon them, which we be- 
lieve will be ſufſicient to take off all the bad Impreſſions 
which may have been given of the Conduct of the State; 
General, and to juſtify them entirely as to the Charge againſt 
them in the aboyementioned Votes and Addreſs thereupon 
eſented to the — — Our Remarks may be conveniently 
divided into Four Heads, according to the Eftimates or Lift:

has not anſwer'd their Quota of the Charge of the War in 
proportion to what has been done by her Britiſp Ma jeſty, vi; 


I. In the Charge of the Sea Service; 

II. In the Numher of Troops in Flanders. 
III. For the Service of Spain and Portugal. 
IV, In the Subſidies, | 


Before we enter upon the Diſcuſſion of each of thoſeHeads, 
itis neceſſary to lay down as a Foundation, That after the 
King of France had ſeiz'd the whole Spaniſh Monarchy for 
his Grandſon, and by taking poſſeſſion of the Spaniſb Nether- 
lands had wreſted from this State her Barrier, and that he 
had acknowledg'd the Pretended Prince of Wales for King 
of Great Britain, all Europe finding themſelves threatned 
with intolerable Slavery, his Majeſty the late King of Great 
Britgin and their High Mightineſſes, where oblig'd in 1502. 
for ſeveral knoyn and lawful Reaſons, but chiefly for the 
Detence of their own Liberty and that of the High Allies, 
to take up Arins with them, and enter into a War againſt 
France, That the Alliances, and particularly that of the 3d 
pf March, 1677-8 made with the late King Charles IId, that 
of the 13th of November, 1701. made with the late King 
William 111d, that of the gth of une 1703. by — 
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Two — ones are confixmed and renew'd, and which 
c 


was cancluded with her preſenc Majeſty ; and laftly, 
the Treaty of the Grand Alliance, made the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1701. oblige her Majeſty and the States General, 
and every one in particular, to employ all their Force by 
Sea and Land, in order to obtain the End which was pro- 
ſed in making the ſaid Alliance, without ftipulating 
either in them, or in any other Treaties now ig bei 
or ſubſifting, and fix d Proportion, according to yhi 
each of the High Allies of Great Brain and the Sate 
ſhou'd carry on the War, and regulate their Efforts, 

'Tis true that by the 4th Article of the Grand Al- 
liances, and that by tbe Sth of that between the State 
and Great Britain, both made in the Year 1701, it was 
thought proper that ſome Number of Forces ſhould be 
mentioned, but aftarwards this Agreement was dropp'd 
without being put in Execution, either becauſe it was 
found to be attended with too many Difficulties, or 
that it was reckoned ſuperfluous, becaule all the Alliances 
imported, that each of the Confederates ſhould make 
War with all their Forces by Sea and Land, and that 
you believed they might rely upon one another's Fi 

ILY. 

This Foundation thus laid, viz- That according to 
the Alliances, Greet Britain and this States are obliged 
each to employ all their Force in the preſent War a- 
gainſt the Common Enemy, and that the Quantum which 
each ought to furniſh, it not determined neither by the 
ſaid Alliances, nor by an Agreement and particular Con- 
vention, it follows neceſſarily, and inconteſtably, that the 
only Rule of this Quantum ought to be the Power of 
each, and that no other proportion between Great-Bri- 
tain and this State ought to be inquired into, or alledg- 
ed than that of their Ability; but that which ſoever 
of theſe Two Potentates can prove, according to »that 
general Proportion, or abſolutely without making any 
Compariſon, that ic has employed all its Force in the 
preſent War, for the Advancement of the Common Cauſe 
the ſaid Potentate muſt be allowed to have ſatisfy'd a 


F 


his Engagements, and cannot be charged to have been 
Deficient therein. 

Now *tis evident, that the Strength of Great Britain is 
incomparable greater than that of this State. To be con- 
vinced of this. one need only confider the Extent of the 
Countries, Poſſeſſions and Commerce of Great Britain, with 
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the Number and Wealth of its Inhabitanis, and in a word, 
every thing which can contribute to make a State Power. 
full. | 

T his isalſo the reaſon why in all the Treaties which have 
been made between England and this State, not only for- 
merly in the time of the SpaniſhWar, but allo ſince, except 
in ſome particular Caſes, twas always obſery'd in men- 
tioning the Number of Forces, ſo to proportion the Sup- 

lies of Troops on both ſides, as that thoſe of England, 
ſhould be greater than thoſe of the State, They hzve been 
often regulated on the foot of two Thirds or three Pifths 
for England, againſt one Third or two Fifths for the State: 
And accordingly by the Treaty of perpetual Alliance of the 
zd March, 1677-8. England promiſed a Supply of a 10009 
Men againſt 6000 which were to be furniſh'd by the State. 
This plainly proves, that tho it ſhould be granted that 
Great Britain has contributed much more than this State 
to the preſent War, it will, by no means, follow that the 
State has not fulfill'd her Engagements, ſince her Forces 
are not equal to thoſe of Great Britain, and that it is upon 
this foot the Proportion ought to be regulated. 

- Beſides, every one knows that the States General have 
abundantly anſwer'd all that could be expetted from good 
and faithfull Allies, whether the Efforts be compared with 
thoſe of Great Britain and the other Allies, or conſider'd 
in themſelves without any ſuch Compariſon. Certainly 
Pofterity will ſcarce believe that a State which maintain'd 
a very ſevere War in 1672, which ſhe could not get out 
of but by very extraordinary Efforts ; and without having 
time to recover her Strength, was oblig'd to carry on a 
ſecond, by which ſhe ftill remains charg'd with very heavy 
Debts z we ſay, it would ſeem incredible that ſuch a State 
being again engaged in a third War, ſhould be able ſtill to 
make ſuch great Efforts, and to continue them ſo long. Be- 
ſides the Inequality of Strengch, we have juſt now men- 
tion'd, there is this difference between Great Britain and 
the State, That Great Britain neither felt the Burden nor 
the Calamites of the firſt War againſt France: That in 
time of Peace ſhe keeps very few Troops on Foot ; and 
that after the Peace at Ryſwicł ſhe disbanded moſt of thoſe 
at that Time in her Pay, which was a very great Eaſe to 
her: Whereas this State was obliged to maintain above 
40000 Men Another conſiderable Difference is, that in 
1702, the Dominions of the State, being the Seat of the 
War, ſuffer'd very much by it; one Part of their Country 
was overflow'd by breaking in of the Sea, another part 

was 
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was laid under Water to defend ic againſt the Enemy; not 
to mention the large Contributions we pay them annually, 
to none of which Inconveniencies Great Britain is ſubjecl. 
This being conſider'd, together with her great Power, 
enables her to contribute much more to the War than this 
State. Be ſides this, if we make due Reflection on the Taxes 
of all ſorts which are rais'd on the P rſons and Eftates of 
our Subjects, which Taxes are more numerous and more 
heavy than in her 2 Kingdoms, or in any other 
State of the World: Then if we conſider the immenſe 
Sums which this State was obliged to borrow each Year 
in the two laſt Wars, and particularly in this, it will be 


'own'd that nothing but an extraordinary Love of Liberty 


and an inviolable Aﬀettion to the Common Caule, could 
oblige them thus voluntarily to charge themſelves till they 
are ready to fink under the Burden, Nor is there need 
ef any other Evidence to prove that the States General 
have fully and faithfully anſwer'd all their Engagements, 
nay, and that they have contributed above their Strength 
to the Charge of the War. 

In general, this is ſufficient to remove all the Prejudices 
that appear in the Reſolves and Addreſs of the Houſe of 
Commons, and to efface all the Diſadvantageous Impreſſions 
aich they might make on others. For tho! all the De- 
ficiencies they charge upon the State were fully proy'd, 
and tho? it were certain that the States General had con- 
tributed much leſs to the Charge of the War than her 
Britiſh Majeſty, it would nevertheleſs be true, that ac- 
cording to their Treaties they have employ'd all their 
Strength in the preſent War, and by conſequence, that in 
proportion to their Power, they have done as much and 
more that any of the Allies, Great Britain herſelf not ex- 
cepted. Therefore the Commons have wrongfully, and 
without any Foundation, charg'd the States with not have 
ing anſwer'd their Engagements, and furniſh'd their Quota, 

We ſhall more particularly prove this, by examinin 
one after another the Four principal Points of the Addreſs 
andReſolutions of the Houle of Commons; but in the firſt 
place we think our ſelves obliged to make ſome furtherRe- 
marks on that Addreſs, They acquaint her Majeſty, 
when they enumerate the Motives which induc'd the late 
King William to enter into the War, that according to the 
Treaty of theGrand Alliance, thoſe Motives were to aſſiſt 
theEmperor in his Pretenſions to the Spauiſb Monarchy, and 
the States General in recovering their loſt Barrier. They 
afterwards add, That in all reſpects the Allies are equally 

in- 
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intere ſted with Great Britain in the Sueceſs of the Waty 


and for moſt part a great deal more. Yet this very Treaty 


of the GrandAlliance on which they ground their Propo- 
i 


ſition, ſets forth expreſly in the Preamble, that the Engliſb 
and Dutch were in imminent Danger of loſing the Li 

of their Navigation and Commerce in the Mediterranean, 
the Indies, and other Pacts; and that France and Spain were 
more and more united to trample upon the Liberties of 
Zurope, and to ruin the Commerce; Motives which con- 
cerned Great Britain ſo directly and ſo nearly, that *tis eaſie 
to infer fram thence, that ſhe carries on the War as much 
for herſelf as for the Emperor, the States, or the other 
Allies. This appears yet more plainly from the ſeparate Ar. 


ticle concluded the 12th of April, 170 2. between the Empe. 


ror, the Queen of Great Britain, and the States General 


which ought to have the ſame force as if it were inſerted f 


verbatim in the principal Treaty. For the Affront put upon 
the late King Villiam, her preſent Majeſty and the whole 
Britiſp Nation, by owning the Pretended Prince of Wales 


for King of England, Scotland, and Jreland, being expreſly 


ſet down in this Article among the Motives of the War, 
as well as in her Majeſty's Declaration of War; which 
Motive could not have been inſerted in the Addreſs of the 
Houſe of Commons without too much weakning the a. 
boye-mention'd Propoſition, viz. That the Allies are on 
all Accounts equally concerned with Great Britain in the 
Succeſs of the War, and for moſt part a great deal more, 
Indeed, it can't be conceiv'd upon whatPrinciple thisPropo- 
ſition could be founded, nor in what Senſe it can agree 
with the Demandsof Great Britain for a Peace. Her Ma- 
jeſty demands, That the Moſt Chriftian King ſhall ac- 
knowledge her; That he likewiſe own the Succeſhon in the 
Proteſtant Line of the Houſe of Hanover, as it is eftabliſh'd 
by Act of Parliament; That he refuſe all manner of Aid 
and Aſſiſtance to the Pretender; That he make a Treaty 
ot Commerce with Great Britain; That he demoliſh the 


Fortifications of Dunkirk, and fill up theHarbour, and, That 


he yield to her Majeſty the Iflands of St. Chriſtopher and 
Newfoundland, with Acadia, and other Countries in North- 
America. Now tis plain that theſe Demands are not of 
ſuch a Nature, that they concern the other Allies as much, 
or more than Great Britain herſelf, | 
As to the Commerce in the Mediterranean, it cannot be 
ſaid with the leaſt colour of Reaſon, that all the Allies have 
an equal Intereſt in it with Great Britain, ſince *tis known 
and inconteſtable, as well with regard to Commerce in

neral, as particularly to the Vent of Woollen Manufa- 
— in Spain, the Ports of the AMediterrancan, and el; 
cially in Turkey, that Great Britain is much more — 
in it than the States, the only one among all the Allies 
which the Commerce in the Mediterrane an moſt concerns. 

We come now to examine thoſe Articles by which 'tis 
pretended, that the States General have not furniſhed their 
Quota towards the Charges of the War. The firſt relates 
to the Sea Service. On this Head, tis advanced, that for 
ſome Years the States General have turniſhed two Thirds, 
and generally not half their Contingent for that Service, 
This is a very general Propoſition, and another general 
one to the contrary might perhaps be ſufficient to anſwer 
it, after which it might be left to the Judgment of thoſe 
who know the preſent Poſture of Aﬀairs, which of thoſe 
two general Propolitions is the moſt probable, It wou'd 
alſo haye been very difficult to anſwer it otherwiſe, if 
there had not been imparted to us by private Hands,aCo 
of the Paper deliver'd into the Houle of Commons, 
the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty of Great Britain, in 
which are ſpecify'd the Ships of the Line that were fur- 
niſh'd Year after Year by her Britiſh Majeſty and on t 
part of the States General, to act jointly in the Channel an 
the Mediterranean, Tis inſerted at the End of this Me- 
morial, and marked No. I. and *twas doubtleſs on this Pa- 

r, that the Reſolutions of the Houſe of Commons are 

ounded. | 

'Tis there laid down as a certainty, that the Quota of 
the States in Naval Armaments with reſpett to Great Bri- 
zain, is three to five, and they found this on the Agree- 
ment on the 27th of April, 1689, But on this occaſion it 
muſt be obſerved, that the 7th Article of the Treaty of 
the gth of June, 1703, by which the ſaid Agreement was 
renewed, imports, that the entire Quota of Ships of War 
which each were to furniſh by virtue of that Agreement, 
ſhall be regulated every Year, and that the Rendezvous 
as well as the reſpective Stations appointed for the ſaid 
Ships, ſhould likewiſe be agreed upon at the ſaid time. In 
purſuance hereof, her Majeſty the Queen of Great Bri- 
tain thought fit to ſend hither one of her Admirals almoſt 
every Year. The neceſſary Conferences were held with 
them, in which the Number of Ships to be fitted out, and 
the Places where to be employed, were the chief Points 
conſidered. Upon this it commonly happen'd, that the 
Projects exhibited on the part of her Britiſh Majeſty, pro- 
poled a greater, Number of Ships than thoſe of the _ 
- 
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and much more Regard was had to the Security of the 
Channel than to that Fof the North-Sea, Tis likewiſe to 
be obſerv'd, that the Paper of the Lords Commiſſioners 
of the Admiralty, does not ſay a Word of the Ships em- 
ployed in that Sea, which is partly the Cauſe why they re. 
ckoned the Quota furniſhed by the State ſo low. The 
Sentiments of the State, General upon this Subject have 
always bzen, that the Number of Ships which were to be 
equipped every Year in Common, ought to be regulated 
according to a reaſonable Eftimate of the Enemies Force, 
and of the Ships which he could ſend into the Mediterranean, 
the Channel or the North-Sea, ſo that there was always a 
moral certainty that the Fleets and Squadrons of Gyear- 
Britain and this State, whether they acted in Con junction 
or ſeparately, wou'd be ſuperior to thoſe of the Enemies, 
The Terms in Conjunction or Separately were uſed, becauſe 
*twas ever the opinion of the State, that the Ships of her 
Majeſty and the States General which ſhould be ſent to 
Portugal and the Mediterranean ought to act in Conjunction; 
that the Security of the Channel ought to be left to her Ma- 
jeſty's particular Care; and that of the North-Sv to the 
States General. The Reaſons aſſign'd for this, were be 
cauſe Great Britain had a greater Intereſt in Point of Com- 
merce, in the Channel, and could, by its ſituation and the 
Conveniency of its Harbours, ſend and keep Ships there 
more eaſily than the State. And on the other hand the 
State, for the very ſame Reaſons, could ſend and keep her 
Ships in the North-Sea with more Conveniency than Great» 
Britain. But caſes of Neceſſity were always reſerved, in 
ſuch manner, that if the Enemy, contrary to all expect. 
ation, ſhuuld make any extraordinary Armament, and fend 
any Fleet or Squadrons into the Channel or North. Sea, 
then theSquadrons on both ſides ſhou'd join, in whole or in 
part, in the Channel or in the North- Sea, as occaſion ſhould 
require. It was not believed, that for ſome Years paſt, 
it was neceſſary to keep a Squadron before Dunkirk, Expe- 
rience having ſhewed us oftner than once, that there was 
very little Advantage to be reaped by it, and that 'twas 
almoſt impoſſible to to block up that Harbour, as to hinder 
Ships from getting out of it. Beſides, the laſt Year, moſt 
of the Dunkirk Ships having ſailed to other Places, there 
was not enough left there to form a Squadron. 

As theſe Sentiments were well founded, they were for 
the moſt part follow'd, and with good Succeſs, The Proof 
of chis 13 evident; for ſince the Loſs ſuſtain'd by France at 
7160 in 1702, and that which ſhe ſuffer'd in the Sea Fight 
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near Malaga in 1704, ſhe has not been in a Condition to 

ut any conſiderable Fleet to Sea; the only one they had 
— was in the Mediterranean, Anno. 1705, to ſupport 
the Siege of Barcelona; but ſo inconſiderable, that they 
retir'd upon fight of the Confederate Fleet, without dat. 
ing to hazard a Battle, : 

After having thus ſhe un on what Foundations this State 
did annually regulate their Naval Equipments, it is pro- 

r to examine if it has furniſh'd its Quota in proportion 
to that of her Brtitiſh Majeſty, which certainly it has not 
done, if we may believe the Paper of the Commiſſioners 
of the Admiralty of Great Britain. But in the firſt Place, 
luppoſe there were nothing to be —— to the Lift of 
the Ships which they ſay were furniſh'd by her Majefty, 
and that we take it on Truſt as they have ſet it down in 
their Paper; yet we may ask, Whether all the Ships which 
they ſet down as employ'd in the- Mediterranean and the 
Channel, were really needfull there? A Queſtion which 
would not be altogether improper ; for there were ſome 
Years wherein the Number of Ships employ'd for that Ser. 
vice did very much exceed what her Majeſty herſelf did 
propoſe, For Inſtance, they reckon 74 Ships for 1704, 
and 79 for 1705. yet the Propolals made by Admiral Mite 
chel tor thoſe Years demand only 24 Ships from the State 
to anſwer 60 of her Majeſty's, both for the Service of the 
Mediterranean, the Channel, and the North-Sea. How comes 
it then that the Lords Commilſoners of the Admiralty 
do now reckon for her Majeſty's Quota 74 and 79 Ships 
for the Service only of the Mediterranean and the Channels 
and that they demand as the Quota of this Stare 44 Ships 
for one Year, 47 for another? We leave it to every Man s 
—— whether this Number of Ships would not have 

2en too great for theSer vice we were to expect from them, 
and to the Force which the Enemy could then put to Sea? 

The Sentiments of the States were, that 24 Ships on their 

part, and 40 on that of her Majeſty, would have been e- 

rough for the Service of thoſe Years, 

It muſt be obſerv'd further, That of all the Ships which 
the State has furniſhed, there's no notice taken in this 
Paper of any but ſuch as jointly ſerv'd with thoſe of 
her Majeſty in the Mediterranean or Channel, and not the leaſt 
mention of the North-Sea, the Care and Security of which 
were left almoſt intirely for ſome Years to the States. We 
are not to wonder after this, that the Number of Sbips 
farniſh'd by the States General appears ſo ſmall in the Pa- 
per of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, when 
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compar d with thoſe of the Queen of Great Brit 
they cut off all that fery'd —— North» Sea, res gente, 
only ſuck as atted in Conjunction with her Majeſty's Ships 

This Omiſſion, no doubt, gave occafion to thoſe inn. 
rious Reſolutions of the Houſe of Commons; and we have 
reaſon to think they would never have come into 'em had 
they known the Reaſons of the States We may judge of 
ehis by the following Lift, that contains the true Number 
of Ships which the States have imploy'd during this War 
for the Common Cauſe in the Mediterranean, the Channel, 
and the North-S-a, They are all Ships of the Line, withs 
out reckoning Frigats, or other leſſer Ships. 3

All this is Fact, and can be prov'd by good and Authen- 
tick: Vouchers: So that it is wrong, and without any Found- 
ation, that they charge the State with not having furniſh'd 
its ta for the Sea · Service. 

Tha Second Head relates to the Troops in Flanders, as to 
which \tis complain'd that the States General have not ob- 
ferv'd the firſt Proportion of Three to Two, which they 
agreed upon with the late King Will;am ; That they have 
furniſh'd 20,837 Men leſs than their Quota; And that they 
have not fulfill'd the Condition for prohibiting Commerce 
and Correſpondence with France, on which the Troops of 
Augmentation were granted in 1703. For clearing of this 
Head, we thought it would not be improper to ſubjoin to 

this Memorial, theEftimate(mark'd No, II.) of the Forces, 
as well of the Queen's as the States General, that was de- 
liver'd into the Houſe of Commons, and upon which, as 
far as we can judge, they founded their Reſolutions. 

Our firſt Remark on this Eſtimate of the Forces is, That 
here they confound in a general Article the 44,992 Men 
which the States kept in Pay after the Peace of Kyſwick, 
with the 34.856 Men whom they took again into their 
Service immediately after the Neath of King Charles 24 
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E that in the Year 1702. they have likewiſe mic 
e Troops which the Statet took into Pay that Year, with 
thoſe they hired from ſeveral Princes the begipning of the 
Year before. Had not theſe things been confounded, it 
would have clearly appear'd, that the States had augmented 
their Troops with 50000 Men, long before Great Britain 
made any conſiderable Augmentation; which certainly 
ought to have been allow'd for in the Account, confider- 


ing the 'Expence the States had been at in maintaining 


many Troops alone, 

We ſhall not inſiſt on other particular Miſtakes in the 
aid Eſti mate, but content ourſelves to ſhew, that it does 
no way prove what they pretend to prove by it. For Ex- 
ample, It does not thereby appear tłat the States furniſhed 
20,337 Men too few, or that the Queea of Great Britain 
had 13,892 too many for the War in Flanders. *Tis cet- 
tainly very ſurprizing, that ſuch a Concluſion ſhould be 
drawn from an Eſtimate, by which, on the contrary, it 
appears very plain that the States of the United Provinces, 
they much inferiour in Power and Strength to Great Bei- 
tain, did not only turniſh and keep in Pay from the begin- 
ning of the War to this preſent Time as many Troops as 
that Crown, but a great many more. From hence we may 
eaſily perceive, that this ſtrange Concluſion was not na- 
turally deduced from the Premiſes; but that to make it 
out, they were forced to ſuppoſe Propoſitions. 

I. That at the beginning of the War, the States obliged 
themſelves to furniſh in Flanders 60000 Men for the Field 
2gainft 40000 to be furniſhed by Great Britain, and that 
the States ſhould over and above maintain 42000 Men in 
Garriſon. 

II. That theStates were obliged to contribute according 
to this Proportion of 60 to 40, or 3 to 2, towards the Ex- 
pence of the Troops which have ſince been taken into the 
Service of her Majeſty of Great Hritain and the States. 

But we cannot (ce by this Eſtimate of the Treops on 
what it is they pretend to found the ſecond Propoſition. 
As to the firſt, It ſeems to be founded on a Verbal Meſ- - 
age which King IWill:2m of glorions Memory ſent to the 
Parliament in 1702, by Mr. Secretary Fernen. and in the 
Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons, they ſuppoſe that an 
Agreement was concluded on that Head, and we preſume 
that they pretend to draw the ſecond Propoſition as a Con- 
cluſion from the firſt. | 

'Tis certainly very ſtrange, that they ſhould make no 
Scruple to charge the Sr2tzs without firſt hearing them, 
with ſo confiderabl- a Deficiency, and upon no other Proofs 
than a Verbal Nefage or an Agreement, which is ſup- 
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poſed to have been concluded, but without any Grounds 
themſelves having owned a little before, that *was never 
yet ratifiy'd, *Tis true, the States were obliged to hold 
their Peace, tho Great Britain at the beginning of the 
War furniſh:d no more than 40000 Men in the Nether. 
lands, which was ſo great a Diſproportion to what was fur. 
niſhed by this State, but *tis no leſs true, that the States 
were obliged to ſubmit to it, not by virtue of an Agree» 
ment or Convention, or becauſe *twas reaſonable, but be- 
cauſe the Parliament did not grant any more, The Res. 
ſons of which are known to all the World, and ſeveral Per. 
ſons may ſtill remember them. This Diſproportion was ſuf- 
ficiently complained of by the States, but they were obliged 
to have Patience and to comfort themſelves with Ho 

that if the War continued, it would be afterwards redrefſed 
But now to ſbew that theſe two Propoſit ions are very il 
grounded, we ſhall only ſay that we are very well affured 
it can never be proved on the part of Great Britazn, that 
the States General obliged themſelves to maintain 60000Men 
in the Field, and 42000 in Garriſon, nor that they own'd, 
which is the Eſſential point, that Great Britain would an- 
ſwer all her Engagements, by furniſhing only 40000 Men 
for 102000 furniſhed by the State, nor that in ſhort they 
- eyer agree to obſerve this unequal Proportion for the Time 


to come, in maintaining the Tooops with which the Army | 


in the Netherlands might afterwards be reinforced. 
Nor was there indeed the leaſt Reaſon for this, Great 
- Britain and the States are equally obliged by the 6th Ar. 
ticle of the Treaty of the 3d of March 1678, and by the 
7th Article of the Treaty of the 11th of Nov. 1701, to 
afkft one another mutually with all their Strength and all their 
Forces by Sea and Land, and by the 4th Article of the Treaty 
of the Grand Alliance, they are likewiſe engaged to Sup- 
port one another with all their Strength. Great Britain was 
then as ſhe js at preſent, beyond all Contradiction much 
more Powerful than this State, and ſince ſhe could not in 
the beginning of the War make good in Spain or in hah, 
what was wanting of her Troops elſewhere, as ſhe has been 
able to do fince, it is evident, that in order to fulfil the 
abovementioned Treatics of the 3d of March 1678. of the 
s1th of November 1701, and of the Grand Alliance; ſhe 
ought neceſſarily to have agumented her Troops in Flanders 
conliderably, and to have maintained an Army there far 
more numerous than that of the State. It was the only 
Flace then where the Two Potentates had Armies, and if 
they would have obſerved any reaſonable Proportion, that 
was the Place where it ouvglit to have been dene. 
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As to the Nature of this Proportion, if they would have 
followed by Land that which was eftabliſhed by Sca, and 
which had actually been obſerved in the Number of the 
Troops mutually Ripulated by the ſaid Treaty of the 3d. 
of March 1578, in the firſt ſeparate Article, it ought to 
have been five to three; that is to ſay, that Great Britain 
ought to have furniſhed 170000 Men againft to2con, which 
it is pretended the States obliged themſelves to maintain 
in Flanders, for the Field and in Gatriſons. When we fag 
170000 Men, we comprehend the Guards and Garriſou 
neceſſary in Great Britain, otherwiſe the Proportion might 
hye been reduced to 100000 Men, againſt 60oco of the 
State, which they pretend ought only to be reckoned in 
the Proportion, tho without any Foundation, as we ſhall 
ſee afterwards, but if they would follow the Proportion of 
two thirds, which has been done on feveral other Occations 
during the War. In that Caſe Creat Britaia ſhould have 
brought * Field 120000 Men againſt the ſaid 6-000 
or rather ſhe ought to have furniſhed 204000 Men againſt 
102900 of the State, including the Guards and Garritons. 
In ſhort, if inſtead of ſeeking for the Proportion in the 
Augmentation of the Troops of Great Britain, with rela- 
tion to thoſe of this State, they had rather choſe to ſeck it 
in the Reduction of the Troops of the State with relation 
to thoſe of Great Britain, it will he found that the States- 
General were not obliged to furniſh onthe Foot of three to 
five, any more than 24000 Men, and on the Foot of one to 
two, only 20000, which would have fully anſwered their 
Proportion to the 40000 Men of Great Britain; whereas 
accord ing to thelr own Eſtimate laid before the Houle of 
Commons, they did not furniſh only 60000 Men, but in- 
deed 68,242 Men, beſiders the 42c00 tor Garrilons. By 
which *tis evident, that the State had no Realon to ſubmit 
to a Propoſition ſo unreaſonable as that bef-rementioned, 
or to be ſatisfy'd -with it, 

Suppoſe now that the State, con nivlag at ſuch an exceſſive 
Diſproportion, had engaged, as is pretended, at the begth- 
ning of the War, to furniſh in the Netherlands 6ooco Rien 
for the Field, and 42009 for Garriſons againſt gocoo fur - 
niſhed by Gr-at Britain; it will by no means flow from 
thence, that ſhe ought to ſubmit to the ſame Diſprogortion 
with relation to the Troops wherewith the T'wo Poten- 
tates have fince thought fit to Augment their Forces in 
erder to puſh on the War with more Vigour in Flanders. 

On the contrary, one would think that Grear Pritam, 
conſidering the Exceſs of this Diſproportion, and the (ood- 
will of the State to make the gteateſt Efforts at firſt, in 


Ander to animete otbers by her E; A nple, would have been

induced Voluntarily to take upon herſcIf the ſole Burden 
of tuch new expences as might be judged neceſſary for the 
Advantage of the Common Cauſe, whether with reſpeſt 
to the Netherlands, or other Countries, till that Diſpro- 

portion had bcen entirely made up. 
And tho', when *twas reſolved to augment the = in 
the 


the Netherlands with 20000 Men, in the ſecond Year o 


War, Great Britain would not he prevailed with to take up- 
on herie'f the whole Charge of that Augmentation, yet ſhe 
never pretended either then or ſince, that the State was 
obliged to bear more than a Moyety. 

The Diſtinction made between the 60000 Men, which 
*7is pretended ſhould have ſerved in the Field, and the 
42000 applied to Garrilons, well deſerve a particular Re- 
mark. lis pretended, that the 60000 Men only, ought 
to be conlidered in the Proportion to be obſerved het ween- 
the Troops of her Britiſh Majeſty, and thoſe of the States 
General, as if the keeping of 42000 Men was only a pri- 
vate Charge, which ought not to be computed among thole 
of the War, 

But what is more unreaſonable than this Pretenſion? 
The States was in a manner block'd up, at the beginning 
ot the War, by the Troops of France, which put her un- 
dr a Neceſſity of reinforcing her Garriſons, as is ſup- 
b led, to 42000 Men, while Great Britain, by her happy 
Situation, could do with a far leſs Number, Where i; 
there any Ground, whatReaſon is there to pretend that the 
State ſhould not bring their Troops into the Account with 
thoſe of her Britiſh Majzfty ? If not all of them, or at leaſt 
lo many of them, as exceed the Number of Guards and 
Czarrilons in Great Britain, It cannot be denyed, that when 
Two Allies of equal Power, engage to make War in Com. 
mon with all their Forces, omnibus viribus, and that for 
Infrance, when one of the Two finds occaſion for 20000 
Men more than the other, for his Garriſons, in this Caſe 
*ewould be neither reaſonable nor poſſible, that the one 
ſhould take the Field with as many Troops as the other, 
How much leſs then when this Cale falls out between Two 
Allies of unequal Ability? And when he who has need of 
20000 Men more for his Garriſons, is very much igferiour 
the other in Power? 

But ſuppoſe that the Garriſens of the Places belonging 
to the Stats ought not to be ſet down, neither in whole 
nor in part, in the Liſt of the Troops furniſhed againſt 
the Enemy, *cwould ſtill be a great Miſtake to compute 
them at 42950 Men for every Year of the War. is true, 
that the Lift of the Garriſons which is made out yearly 


before che taking of the Field, has amounted ſome Yeats 
to 
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to 40909 Men; but tis £4 wel) known, that as ſoon 35 
the Army was formed, immediately part of the Garriſons 
of the Places which it cover'd, was drawn out; and that 
the reſt, except a few Regiments, were always o:rder'd to 
de in a readineſs to March at the firſt Command, to replace 
ſuch Regiments, as ſhould ſuffer moſt in Sieges and Battles, 
chick has been the Caſe almoſt every Lear: $o that their 
High Mightinefſes have been obliged to be at the Charge 
ofRecruits and Waggons for a great part of the Regiments 
that were in Garriſon as well as for thoſe that were in the 
ield. 
1 is as well known, that uatil the Reduction of Brain 
and Flanders; that is to ſay, till 1706, a Flying Camp was 
form'd anually in Flanders out of the neighbouring Gar- 
riſons which empty'd all thoſe Garriſons in general above 
a full third part of their Men; That this Camp obliged 
the Enemy to keep a much greater Number of Troops in 
the Country of Waes, and along the Canal of Brugcs 3 and 
that ſince 1706, it is ſo far from being true, that the Gar- 
riſons of the States took up above 42000 Men, that they 
never amounted to the third of em: All the reſt are ſent 
tothe Field, and this was the cauſe why the Dominions 
of the State were invaded oftener than oncez which would 
not have happen'd, had their Garriſons been ſtronger. 
'Tis true, that part of the States Troops have been em- 
'oy'd in the Spaniſh Garriſons; but ſo have thoſe of her 
jeſty; and there they now actually ſerve as well as thoſe 
of the States General. And if fince the reducing of Lie, 
T-urnay, and other Pl:ces that have been conquer'd in Fremb 
Flanders;, and Artois, we have been obliged to put Ga- 
riſons into them, thoſe of the Spaniſh Netherlands, which 
they now cover, have been conſiderably leſſen'd Beides, 
the Eenemy has been thereby reduced to a Neceſhty, for 
the Security of his Frontiers, to double his Garrilons in 
thoſe Places, and to extend them as far as the Se. It 
is wrong then to pretend, that the Army was weaken'd by 
putting Garriſons in the conquer'd Towns z but e{pecially 
to affirm, as the Commons have done, That the States 
do at this very time employ above 420co Men in thole 
Garriſons. | | 
From all this'tis eaſy to judge who is moſt in the right, 
thoſe who alledge, that during this whole War the States 
have had 29,837 Men too few in the Netherlands, and that 
Great Britain has furniſh'd 13.892 too many; or thoſe who 
maintain on the contrary, that Great Pritain has not tur- 
niſh'd the Money of what ſhe ought to have done in the 
Netherlands, even tho* it (ſhould be granted, as *tis not, 
tat the 42000 Men wilch are ſuppos'd to be employ'd in 
B b 3 Gar- 
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Gartiſons, are not to be allow'd a place in the Account. 
The former go directly againſt the Treaties of the Third 
of March 1678. and of the 11th of November 1701. of the 
Grand Alliance, The latter ground themſelves upon thoſe 
Treaties, and follow the Litteral Meaning of em: The 
former reject the Proportion heretofore receiv'd, and the 
latter abide by it : The former have no regird to the Dif. 
ference betwixt the Strength of the two Nations, and the 
latter belieye that according to the Tenour of the Treaties, 
their Strength is the Rule of Proportion. The former, 
in ſhort, ground themſelves upon a meer Verbal Meſſage 
ſent to the Parliament, withont the Knowledge or Conſent 
of the States; and the latter abide by the Treaties, and 
by what Reaſon and the Strength of the one and the 
other State do plainly dictate. 

We agree that the Queen of Great Britain has, except 
in the Netherlands, and particularly by Sea, in Portugal, 
Spain, and Jraly, made greater Efforts than thoſe of the 
States-General; but we deny that therefore Great Britain 
has reaſon to accuſe the States of not having performed 
their Engagement, at leaſt till ſuch time as they prove to 
us, that their greater Efforts elſewhere have exceeded 
their D=ficiencies in the Netherlands, 

And fince the Earl of Strafford, Ambaſſador Extraord- 
nary and Plenipotentiary of her Majefty of Great Britain, 
has notify'd, That as to the Troops dy which the Army in 
the Netherlands has been augmented fince 1703, her Ma- 
jeſty expects that the States General ſhould reinforce their 
Quota to the Proportion of the Fifths againſt the 15,12) 
Men ſhe has actually there in Pay, or that otherwiſe ſh: 
will leſſen the Number af 'em to the proportion of two 
Fifths againft thoſe of the State: We have thought pro- 

er, for the better underſtinding of that matter, to ſu»:

Great Britain, to wit, that at the Beginning of the War 
the State had agreed to furniſh in Flanders 102000 Men a- 
gainſt 40000 had performed her Treaties and that the Srate 
ought to pay three Fifths of the Troops of Augmentation

* to which Equity would oblige them to conſider, iſt, 
That the state had augmented her Troops with above 50000 
Men, long before Great Britain made any conſiderable Aug. 
mentation on her part. And, 2dly, That Og to the 
faid Lift, the State has paid for ſome Years 8242 Men, (or 
the Errors of the Lift being corrected) 7385 Men, above 
202000, which they pretend by Miſtake the Srate was 
obliged tofurniſh as her Quota, and above the Moiety of 
the 20000 Men taken into Pay in 1703. ſo that eyen tho 
we ſhould take all the Pretenſions of the Houſe of Com- 
mons to be well founded, as they are not, the pretended 
Diſproportion in queſtion would be-ſo well ballanced by the 
Two Articles abovementioned, that it would vaniſh en- 
tirely, and not ſo much as deſerve to thought 
on. 

This is enough fully to confute the Reſolutions and Ad- 
dreſs of the Houſe of Commons upon this Head.

Men was granted in 1703. In order to confute this Ob- 
jection alſo, it will be ſufficient to premiſe, that before it

e accepted it, which ſhe can never be proved to have 
done longer than for one Year, The State conlented to 
that Prohibition, notwithſtanding the Hardſhips they 
found ia it, and which had no place in England, becauſe 
Commerce with France was in a manner prohibited there, 
even during the Peace, But their Engagement was only 
for a Year, by way of Tryal, and by no means asa Con- 
dition to which the Augmentation of the Troops was an- 
nexed, and *twas only out of pure Deference to the Senti- 
ments of her Britiſh. Majefty, who deſired it, and had 
cauſed In ſtances to be made on that Subject. The Agrec- 
moat was exactly obſeryed all the Time it la ſted, and after 
its Expiration, the States General noti yed ty her Majeſt:, 
the Reaſons they had againſt prolonging it, Thele Rea- 
ſons were acquieſced in, there was no more Talk of the 
hazing ot Commerce, the Augmentation of 20000 

In was continued, and the Honſe of Commons grented 
every Year the neceſſary Subſidies for the Prohibition 
which Great Britain was to contribute thereto, without 
er making, the leaſt Objection as to the Prohibitionor 
Condition.

having performed a Condition which it did not accept, or 
only accepted for a Year ? 

There is alſo in the Addreſs of the Commons an Aﬀer- 
tion in Fact, which might give occaſion to a great Miſtake, 
if it was paſſed by without an Anſwer. They therein 
affect, That by the War in the Netherlands the State hag 
made great Acquiſitions, as well in Revenues, as in Terri. 
tories and Dominions, That out of the Revenues of thoſe 
rich conquered Provinces, ſhe might raiſe and maintain a 
conſiderable Augmentation of Troops againft the Common 
Enemy, if they were duly applyed for that End; but that the 
State inftead of employing em for that Uſe as they ought, 
had diverted them to her own Eaſe, and for the maintaining 
her Quota, as the fame was regulated from the Beginning, 

All the World knows, and it cannot be unknown in Ex- 
land, that fince the Battle of Ramelies, French Flanders and 
Artois have been the Theatre of the War; That Two 
Armies far more numerous than thoſe of any of che pre- 
ceeding Years, have acted and ſubſiſted there, That the 
Enemy continually raiſed Contributions from them, and 
that the open Country is ſo ruined by Foragings, raifing 
of Pioneers, Waggons, Horſes, and ſtill more by Ravages, 
Plunders, demoliſhing of Houſes, felling of Trees, *che 
Flight and Mortality of Men and Cattle, Oc. that *twilt 
require a very long Time to reftore it to a tolerable Con- 
dition. The Inhabitants of the Towns have alſo their 
ſhare in all theſe Calamities. They are oppreſſed with nu- 
merous Garriſons, to which they are _—_ to furniſh 
Lodging, Fire and Candle, Inftead of making any 
Profit jo their Lands, they are obliged to - maintain 
their Peaſints at their own Charge, becauſe otherwiſe they 
would ftarve with Hunger, or abandon the Farms. The 
Commerce and Manufa@ures, which were heretofore the 
principal Riches of Le and Purnay are quite loft, the 
Workmen lay don their Employs, or are obliged by their 
extreme Poverty to liſt themſelves in the Army. A Coun- 
try ſo mi erable muſt be very unable to furniſh the State 
wherewith to maintain a great Numbers of Troops againſt 
the Common Enemy, eſpecially if we reckon the ordinary 
and indiſpentible Charges, ſuch as the repairing of Portis 
fications and Buildings ruined or very much damaged by 
Sieges, and the filling of Magazines exhauſted by the long 
Defence of Places, and other the like Charges at the Ex- 
pence of the State. 

But no to dwell upon general Arguments, it will be 
proper to take notice, that from the Year 1706, that is to 
lay, ſince the taking of nin, the States have — by 
| | thole 
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thoſe Conque ſts (which tis pretended brought them in ſo 
much Wealth) no more than 1, 590,916 Livres; a Sum ſa 
ſmall in Compariſon of the Charges which they were o- 
bliged to de at for 7 the Fortifications, and filling 
up the Magazines of Meuin, Lifle, Tournay, Doway, Be. 
thune, Aire, St. Venant and Bouchain, and for the other Re. 
tions made within fix years time, to all the Places, 
Forts and Cittadels of thoſe Countries, that certainly 
none can aſſert with Juſtice, that the ſame has not been laid 
opt in that Country, | 
»Tis plain that in England they have conceived ſuch an 
Idea of the Revenue ot the Conqueſts in Flanders, as is 
very remote from the Truth. The Town and Chaſtellany 
of Liſle, with Doway, #rchies and its other Dependencies, 
is without Contradiction the richeſt Conqueſt that has 
been made in the Netherlands, Yet the moſt Chriftian 
King never raiſed from it, in Time of Peace, above 3 or 
ooo Livres Flemiſh Money, (which is 12 per Cent. leſs 
in Value than that of Holland) whether under the Name 
of Aids, Domains, Fortikcations or other ordinary Im- 
poſts, except only the Duties of Import and Export, of 
which, tho' a juſt Eftimate cannot be made, becauſe they 
are included in the general Farm of the conquered Coun. 
tries, yet *tis certain they are at preſent upon a very indif- 
ferent Foot. The extraordinary Subſidies and the Capi- 
tation by which the Revenues of the King of France have 
been augmented to ſupport the War, did not bring himin 
400,000 Livres per Annum Flemiſh Money, from the Be- 
ginning of this War to 1704. about which time it was aug- 
mented with $2,540 Livres per Annum, but under an ex- 
preſs Condition on the part of the States, and a promiſe on 
the part of the Court, that for this Augmentation, the 
Province ſhould be free from all other kind of Impoſts, 
and that the ſame ſhould ceaſe as well as the Capitation 
and other extraordinary Aids, the yery Day the Peace 
ſhould be proclaimed. This was all that the King of 
France could raiſe continually out of the Country. Not but 
that at ſeveral Times he has actually drawn ſeveral other 
conſiderable Sums from it, by the Creation of a great 
Number of Officers very burthenſome to the Pacer bow 
iſtrates and Communities or the Country, ſonſe having 
— made Hereditaries, and others redeemed again by 
the Eſtates and other Communities. But without examin« 
ing whether ſuch Means be lawfully uſed in a Country 
where the Sovereign can levy no Money without the Con- 
ſent of the Eſtates, it will be ſufficient to ſay, that thoſe 
Methods can be but once made uſe of, | 
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We may fee by this, whether Houſe of Commons 

had any Ground to ſuppoſe in tfeir Addreſs, that the 

State drew from her Conqueſts in the Netherlands, ſuch an 

Augmentation of Revenues as could maintain a 2 

Number of Troops but that ſhe applies it for her own Eaſe,

y If n_ have the leaſt Equity, and any ways conſider the 
5, great Efforts, abovementioned, which have been made by 
8 the State in the Netherland, they will agree no doubt, that 
1 it was not reaſonable to pretend that the States - General 
r ſhould ftill contribute to this other War, an equal ſhare 
8 with her Brit; Majeſty; and that indeed it is not poſſible 
e for them to do it, Great Britain being much more powerful 
2 than this State, and ſhe having nevertheleſs contributed a 
f great deal more than Great Britain to the War in the Ne- 
V therlands, it was but reaſonable and juſt that Great Britain 


5 ſhould make ſome Compenſation elſewhere, If then ſhe 
4 has contributed more than this State to the Affairs of Por- 
, taal and Spain, this overplus ought to be conſidered as a 
. Supplement to make up what was wanting on her part to- 
wards the War in the Netherlands, and not as a Deficiency 
of the State towards the War in Spain or Portugal, 

By the Treaty concluded in 1703. the States obliged 
themſelves to ſend thither, and to maintain there 4000 
Men, being the 3d part of 120co promiſed by that Treaty. 
They actually ſent them thither, and kept them compleat 
: till 1706. that the Theatre of the War was changed, and 
tranſported from the Frontiers of Portugal to the Kingdom 
of Valencia and Catalonia, This Change was made without. 
the Knowledge of the State, and the only Share ſhe had 
in it was the doubling of her Expence, to ſend the Rein- 
forcements that were deſigned for Portugal ta Spain. The 
Number of Troops which the States have ſent to Portugal 
or Catalonia, ſince the Treaty was concluded, amounts to 
15,724 Foot, 3120 Horle, and 4563 Recruits, in all 23,807 
Men as appears by the Liſt hereunto annexed, and marked 
No. 5. The Recruits which have been ſent from hence 
to the Troops of the State, and thoſe which have been 
levyed in the Country, by Lifting Flemings, Waloons and 
Germans that Deſerted from the Enemy's Army, were 10 
conſiderable, that the Troops of the State were generally 
more compleat and fitter for $2rvice than any of the other 
Allies, . : 

Me 
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We agree, That by Treaty Great Britain was not 
obliged co furniſly above one Third of thoſe 12000 M 
and that the Emperor was to make good the other Third; 
but it is known, that from the Beginning her Briziſh Maje. 
ſty took upon herſelf the Emperor's whole Quota without 
any Concurrence on the part ot this State: So that it is 
contrary to Reaſon, that this Article ſhould now be brought 
into the Account againſt the States among the Efforts 
which her Majeſty has made out of the Netherlands. The 
Freaty with Portugal obliges the States General only to 
ono Third of the 12000 Men, and they made them good, 
After this, they did not oblige themſelves to any other 
Proportion than that of the Grand Alliance, and of the 
Treaties of the zd of March 1678. and of the 11th of 
Novem, 1701, which oblige them to make War with all their 
Forces, and to Sree to the utmoſt of their Power 2 
Reaſonable Satisfaction to the Emperor as to the Succeſſion 
of Spain. This they have alſo faithfully executed, ſo that 
they can't without er rene be denied the Teſtimony of 
having in this War made their greateſt Efforts, equal unto, 
and beyond their Allies Further, tho? it ſhould be allow'd, 
that the State ought to have ſent more Troops to Catalont 
and alſo to have replac'd in Portugal thoſe which march 
out of it in 1706. to Sain, it muſt nevertheleſs be certain, 
according to all the Rules of Equity, that the conſiderable 
Efforts ſhe has made in the Netherlands, over and above 
what Great Britain has done, would abundantly make up 
thoſe pretended Deficiencies, | 
VU pon this *cis fit to obſerve, That in the Addreſs of the 
Commons they reckon the extraordinary Charge of the 
War of Spain and Portugal to a very great Sum; but as to 
that of the Netherlands, they ſay no more, than that the 
extraordinary Charges cf the War there came to 1,107,091, 
Sterling; and that the Houſe of Commons could not make 
a Compariſon betwixt that Sum and what the State had laid 
out for the ſame End in the Netherlands, becauſe the Efti- 
mate of it was not communicated to them. But we may 
ſupply that Defe&, by telling them here, That if Great 
Britain laid out very large Sums for the Extraordinaries of 
the War in Spain and Portugal, the States General have alſo 
laid out very great Sums for thoſe of the War in the Nther- 
L14s,viz, 65,861,821 Livres; ſo that they exceed thoſe of 
(Great Britain 53 684,765 Livres, reckoning Elven Durch 
Giiders for One Pound Sterling, 
| Perhapz it will be alledg'd here, That the States have 
rais'd great Sums by Contributions, Paſports, the Subſt - 
dies of Liege and Limbourgh, and the Revenues of a part 
of the Upper Quarter of Gue[4erland, that is in _ ol 
| cſhon 
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ſeion; but theſe Advantages ſpeedily vaniſh, when bal- 
lanced by the Contributions that are paid by the Inhabitants 
of Brabant and Flanders, ſubject to che State; by part of 
thoſe who inhabit Two of the Seven Provinces ; by the 
Expence of the Fortifications and "Magazines of Huy, 
Limbuurgh, Rure mond, Venlo, Stevenſwaert, Bon and Thaeye 
bach; by the new Works'which they have added to ſeveral 
of theſe Places for the Good of the Common Cauſe ; and 
by the Expence of the Artillery and Ammunition of War 
for all the Sieges that have been made during this long 
and burdenſome War, none of which are reckoned in the 
65,861,821Livres abovementioned; and in fine, the Winter 
Quarters which the Auxiliary Troops of Pruſſia have taken 
each Year in the Upper Quarters of Guelderland ; and the 
continual Marches of other Troops to and fro thro*.the ſaid 
Country, have ſo ruin'd the Inhabitants, that they are no 
longer able to pay their Taxes. 

he fourth and laſt Head which remains to be examin'd, 
relates to the Subſidies which, during the firſt year of the » 
War, were paid in equal Shares, and afterwards unequally 
by Great Britain and the State ; the Eſtimate of it which 
was laid before the Commons is in the Paper annex'd, 
mark'd No. 6. Upon which we ſhall obſerve, 

1, That this Eftimate takes no Notice of the 40000 
Crowns per Annum which the States General pay alone to 
the Biſhop of Munſter ; Nor of the 100000 Crowns which 
they have paid in the like manner annrally to the Duke of 
Wirtemberg, from the year 1704, to the year 1709. Nor 
do they take. Notice of 400000 Crowns which the States 
General were obliged to Pay to facilitate the Treaty with 
the King of Denmark, for Two ſtated Obligations of a 
greater Sum that ought to have been reſtored to the ſaid 
King againft an unſtated Pretenſion according to the gth 
Ar.icle of the Treaty concluded with his Daniſh Majefty the 
15th of Fune 1701. Which Sum of 450000 Crowns might 
very woll have been brought here to Account on the Part 
of the Stare, for ſeveral good Reaſons. 

2 That by the Treaty with Portegal, Great Britzin is 
charged no higher than the State; only that in the ſame 
manner, and for the ſame Reaſons that her Majefty thonght 
fit to take upon herſelf the Emperor's Quota of the 12000 
Men, ſhe likewiſe charged herlelf with his —_ and the 
Subfides, This Third may indeed be placed to the Emperor's 
Account, but not to that of the States General; and if this 
be dedutted az it ought to be the Article of the Subſidies 
Paid to the King of Portugal by Great Brit tin, in oppoſition 
to thoſe of the State, will be reduced to one half, which 
makes a Diminution of 2,722,222 Crowns, lo that the Dif-

3. Suppoſing nevertheless, that laying aſide thoſe juft 
— we agree that Great Britain has paid during 
e Ten years War, 3, 155,32 Crowns and a half more than 
the State, which will be little more than 300,000 Crowns 
per Annum, this overplus muſt be owned to be very incon- 
ſiderable, with reſpect to the Difference there is between 
the Ability of the one and the other State. It muſt like. 
wiſe be granted, that the Stares by Paying the Moyety of 
the Subſidies toDenmark and others, are in Proportion more 
burthened by the Payment of that Money, than Great. 
Britain is by what ſhe has Paid over and above upon this 
Article, Y | A 
Nor ought we to paſs over in Silence, that this Stare 
by charging herſelf at firſt with the Moyety of the Sub- 
ſidies promiſed to the King of Denmark and other Princes, 
. has done more than ought to have been Demanded from 
ber, but what ſhe did in this Caſe ſhould not have been 
drawn into Conſequence for the other Treaties that wete 
afterwards to be- made, and ſhe never obliged herſelf to 
Pay indifferently theMoyety of all the Subſidies which ſhould 
promiſed afterwards on the Account of the War. We 
may juſtly ſay on the contrary, that ſhe had very good 
Reaſons not to engage herſelf after that manner, if we 
conſider that ſhe is much inferiour in Ability to Great- 
Britain, and the Treaties made in the preceding War with 
the Duke of Savoy, and other Princes, by which. it appears 
that the Proportion in the Payment of Subſidies granted tor 
carrying on the War, any where elſe than in the Neither 
Jands, was for the moſt part adjuſted at two thirds for Great 
Britain to one third for this State; ſo that conſider the 
Matter which way you pleaſe, Great Britain has no cauſe 
of Complants in this Reſpect. We muſt likewiſe obſerve, 
that formerly, even in England, they very well underflood 
that this Proportion in the Subſidies and other Charges of 
the War out of the Netherlands was not unreaſonable, finc? 
not only her Majeſty took upon her ſelf the Emperors ſhare, 
in the Treaty of Portugal, but likewiſe in the Treaty which 
the Emperor made with the Duke of Savoy, long before the 
State entered into it, her Majeſty willingly charged her- 
ſelf two thirds of the Subſidies which were to be paid to 
that Prince, 
This evidently ſhews, that tho* the Inequality in the 
Payments of the Subſidies and of other the Expences which 
her Majeſty charged upon herſelf, ſhould be as fo 
ro- 
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rtion, as it is not, Great Britain Could not with 
Ground now make it a Cauſe of Complant againft th 
State, ſince her Majeſty did voluntarily charge herſelf with 
thoſe Payments. 

The Reſult of all that we have now ſaid is this, That 
according to Treaties and Alliances, Great Britain and this 
State are each of them obliged to employ all theirStrength in 
the preſent War; That ſince the Quantum or Quota ofthe 
one and the other has not been regulated by any Conven- 
tion or Agreement; their Proportion neither ought nor 
can be regulated, but upon the Foot of their reſpective 
Abilities 3 That Great Britain is incontrovertibly 
more Powerfal than this Stare, and that from this 
Principle we have likewiſe an incontrovertible Right to 
conclude, that ſhe ought to contribute -more to all the 
Charges and Expernce of the War; That in every Re- 
ſpe& the State has fulfilled her Engagements with relation 
toGreat Britain; That in ſome Plages it has not contributed 
ſo much as ſhe, it has in others contributed a great deal 
more; That if in general we can truly ſay, that in Proportion 
to her Strength, ſhe has done at leaſt as much as Great. 
Britain, or any other of the Allies; That as Great Britain 
deſerves high Commendation and a gratefull Acknowledg- 
ment for her generious Efforts, in fayour of the Common 
Cauſe, and for the good Effects which by the Bleſſing of 
God have followed upon them; We likewiſe Truft, that 
every one who looks with an equitable and impartial Eye 
upon the Efforts which the States General have made on 
their Part, both before the War, and fince it began, to this 
yery Day, they will do them the Juſtice to own, that they 
no way deſerve what they are charged with by the Reſolu- 
tions and Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons, and that in ſhort 
it can neither with Reaſon nor —— be demanded of the 
States, that notwithſtanding the Ex pences they are at in the 
Netherlandi, which ate incomparably greater than thoſe of 
Great Britain, ſhe ſhould contribute aqually with her in 
other Countries, and that Great Britain ſhould only contri- 
bute to the Charge of the War by Sea, in Proportion of 
five to three, and not do the like in other Caſes.

© thoſe who have all the Profit of the War, can't eaſily be

© their Granaries, are eaſy to be gueſſed at“ For Beſides 
that thoſe Words cannot be applyed to the State, with the 
leaſt ſhadow of Reaſon, we are able to prove — 4

Dated Hague June 5. 1712. N.S. 


MADAM, . : 4 | | 

FTER all the Proofs which Your Majefty has given during the 

Courſe of your glorious Reign, of your great Zeal for the 
publick Good, and of your Adherence to the common Cauſe of 
the High Allies; after ſo many Marks you have had the Goods 
neſs to give us, of your tender Affection, and of your Friend- 
ſkip to our Republick; and after the repeated Aſſutances you 
tare given us, and that very lately too, of your Intentions Thas 
your Troops fbou d act againſt the common Enemy, until the War was 
concluded by a General Peace: It is impoſſible we ſhou'd not be 
ſurpriſed and afflied by Two Declarations we have lately receiv d, 
one after anothey, in the Name of Your Majefty the firſt by 
the Duke of Ormond your General, that He could undertake ndthi 
without New Orders from you; the other by the Biſhop of Briſtol; 
your Plenipotentiaty to the Congreſs at Utrecht, That Tour Maje- 
fly perceiving that we did not — as we ought, the Propoſals which 
you bad made us, and that we would not act in Concert with your Mini- 
ſters, on the Sub jeſt of Peace, you would take your Meaſures apart: And 
that you did not look upon your ſelf to be now under any Obligation 
whatever, with Reſpell 10 us. 

As ſoon as we had Notice of thoſe Declarations, we ſent 
Orders to our Miniſter who has the Honour to reſide at Your Ma- 
kity's Court, to repreſent to you the Reaſons of our Surpriſe, and 
the Conſequences of thoſe Declarations, and to requeſt you with 
that Reſpect which we always had, and which we ſhall for ever 
entertain for your Royal Perſon, that you would give other Or- 
ders to the Duke of Ormond, that he may act with all poſſible 
Vigour, according to the Exigency of the War; and that Your 
Majeſty won'd have the Goodneſs to entertain other Sentiments of 
vs, than thoſe which the Biſhop of Briſtol has declared to our Ple- 
nipotentiaries at Utrecht. | 

But the more we conſider thoſe Declarations, the more im- 
portant we find them, and the more we apprehend their Conſe- 
quences; Therefore we could not forbear applying our ſelves 
7 this Letter directly to Too Majeſty, hoping that you will __ 

dder 
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fider it, as we promiſe our ſelves you will, both from your 

eat Prudence and Wiſdom, and from your ſo much fam'd Ze) 

for the pnblick Welfare; particularly from your uſual Friendſhip 
and Affection for us and our Republick. 

We proteſt before all things, that as we ever had a true 
Friendſhip, as well as the higheſt Refpe& for Your Majefty, and; 
ſincere Affection to all your Intereſts, with an earneſt Deſire to 
live in a perfect good Underftanding and Union with you; ve 
have ſtill the ſame Sentiments, and ſhall always preſerve them, 
wiſhing for nothing more, than to be able to give Your Majeſty 
the moſt convincing Proofs of it. 

Aſter this, we pray Your Majeſty to conſider, according to 
your great Penetration, whether we have not juſt Ground to he 
ſurpris'd, when we ſee a Stop put, by an Order in Your Majeſty 
Name, without our Knowledge, ta the Operations of the Confe. 
derate Army, the fineft and ſtrongeſt which, perhaps, has been 
in the Field during the whole Courſe of- the War, and provided 
with all Neceflaries to act with Vigour; and this after they bal 
march'd, according to the 1 taken in concert with Tour May. 
ſty's General, almoſt up to the Enemy, with a great Superiority both 
as to the Number and Goodneſs of Troops, and animated with x 
noble Courage and Zeal to acquit themſelves bravely ; ſo that, in 
all human Appearance, and with the Divine Aſſiſtance, which ve 
have experienc'd ſo viſibly on ſo many other Occaſions, ve 
ſhould have been able, either by Battel or Sieges, to gain great Ad. 
vantages over the Enemy, to have better'd the Affairs of the Al- 
lies, and to facilitate the Negotiations of Peace. a 
We flatter onr ſelves indeed with the Hopes which the D. 
of Ormond has given us, That in a few Days he expects other 
Orders; but in the mean time we are ſorry to ſee one of the f. 
neſt Opportunities loft, being uncertain whether we ſhall have au. 
other ſo favourable, ſince the Enemy have Time given then 
to'fortify themſelves, and take their Precautions, while the 
Army of the Allies lies OR Action; and conſuming the 
Forraze all round, deprive themſelves of the Means of ſubſiſt- 
ing for Time to come in thoſe Places, where, by Concert, the O- 
perations of the Campaign were deſign'd 3 which may make ſuch 
Enterprizes impoſſible hereafter, as were praflicable now, and 
conſequently render the whole Campaign 2 to the in- 
eſtimable Prejudice of the common Cauſe of the High Allies. 

Certainly when we conſider the Army, as it really is, com- 
pos'd of the Troops of Your Majeſty and the other Allies, join'd 
together by common Concert, to act for the greateſt Advantage 
and Furtherance of the common Cauſe, and the Aſſurances which 
Your Majeſty bad given us by your Letters, by ycur — 

all 
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and laſt of all by your General the D. of Ormond, of your Intentions 
that your Troops ſhould be ardered 10 ad wiib their uſual Vigeur, as well 
as the Engagements into which your Majeſty is entered, not only. 
with Reſpett to us, but alſo ſeparately and jointly with us, in teſpe 
to the other Allies, *tis very difficult for us to conjecture and 
conceive, how an Order fo prejudicial to the common Caule, gi- 
yen ſo ſuddenly, without our Knowledge, and undoubtedly too 
without the Knowledge of the other Allies, can agree and 
conſiſt with the Nature of an Alliance, and with thoſe Aſſuran- 
ces and Engagements juſt now mentioned. For tho', according 


to the Declaration of the Biſhop of Briſtol, Your Majefty holds 


your ſeif to be diſengaged from every Obligation with Regard to 
us, tis plain that the Matter now in Queſtion is not our particular 
Intereſt or Advantage, but that of all the Allies, who will ſuffer 
by the Prejudice which an Order ſo little expected muſt needs 
bring to the common Cauſe. 

But, Madam, we cannot forhear telling Your Majeſty, that 
the Declaration made by the Biſhop of Briſtol, at Utrecht, has no 
leſs ſurpris'd us, than that of the Duke of Ormond in the Army. 
It appears to us ſo extraordinary, that we know not how to recon- 
cile it with the great Goodneſs and Kindoe(s which Your Majeſty 
has always honour'd us with; and not being able to conceive 
how ſuch a ſudden Change could happen, with Reſpett to us, we 
are not only ſurpriz'd, but afflitted at it. We have carefully 
examin'd our Conduct, and find nothing in it that can have given 
Ground to that Diſſatisfattion which Your Majeſty expreſſes with 
us by this Declaration. 

From the very Firſt Day that Your Majeſty aſcended the Throne, 
we teftify'd all the Deference thatyou could defire from a State in 
Friendſhip aud Alliance with you. We carefully ſought after 
your Amity and Affection, and conſide ring the happy Effects which 
a good Intelligence, Harmony, and Union betwixt Your Majeſty 
and us, and the Two Nations, might produce, and have really 
produc'd, and the Advantage which reſulted from thence to both, 
25 well as to the common Caule of all the Allies, we made it our 
Buſineſs heartily to cultivate cm, and more and more to gain 
Your Majeſty's Confidence, and to conform our ſelves to your Sen- 
timents as much as poſſibly we could, | 

We think that we gave a ſignal Proof of this, particular! 
with Regard to the Negotiations of Peace; fince not only at- 
ter we were inform'd of the Conferences formerly held in Fu- 
flaud upon this Subject, we did expect that Your Majeſty would 
give us an Account of them; having this firm Confidence in 
yonr Friendſhip for our Republick, and ia your Zeal for the 
Good of the common Caule, that nothing would be done to pre- 
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udice us, nor the other Allies; but alſo when Your Majeſty com. 
municated to us the preliminary Articles ſignd by M. Meſs 
nager in England, and when you propos d to us the calling and 
— a Congreſs for a General Peace, and requir'd of us to 

rant for this End neceſſary Paſports for the Enemies Miniſters, 

ye conſented to it, tho* we had many Reaſons, which to us 
ſeem'd very well grounded, not to enter into ſuch a Treaty with- 
out a better Foundation, or, at leaft, without the Concurrence 
of the other Allies: But we preferr'd Your Majeſty's Sentiment

to our own, in order to give you a New Proof of our Defe- 
rence. 

We did no leſs, with Reſpect to the Difficulties which were 
Atarted on the Subject of the TREATY of Mutual Guaranty for 
"THE SUCCESSION OF THE PROTESTANT LINE to Your Ma- 
jeſty's Kingdoms, and for our BARRIER ; a TREATY of ſuch In- 

ance to the Two Nations, that we look upon it as the Strongeſi The 
bat could be thought on to unite for ever the Hearts aud Intereſts 
both; concluded after the matureft Deliberation, and ratify'd on 
both Sides in the moſt authentick Form: For tho* we might have 
Rood to the Treaty as it was, yet we entered into a Negotiation 
upon thoſe Difficulties, and particularly on the Point of the Af 
ento, concerning which we gave our Plenipotentiaries ſuch In- 
ſtructions, that we no longer doubted but all the Difficulties would 
Have been adjuſted to mutual Content, and that we ſhould thereby 
have entirely regain'd Your Majeſty's Confidence; and the 
rather, becauſe in the firſt Place, when the Meeting of 4 Conpreſi 
or 4 General Peacewas in Hand, Your Majeſty declar'd to us by 
our Ambaſſador, That you defir d no more than our Concurrence in 
bat ſingle Point, and this only Mark of our Confidence, and thit 
theu you would give us ſtrong and real Proofs of your Affection 1.

form all that we are bound to, as Good and Faithful Allies; and 
particularly to Your Majefty. | | 

What we have ſaid already, might perhaps be ſufficient to 
perſuade you of it; but we muſt add, that having always efteem'd 
Your Majeſty's Affection, and a good Harmony betwixt the Two 
Nations, as one of the Hraugeſt Supports of our State, and of the 
Proteſtant Religion, and as one of tbe moſi effettusl Methods to main- 
tuin and advance our common Intereſts, and thoſe of tbe whole Confede- 
racy ; and this ſincere Opinion being firmly imprinted on our 
Hearts, we were never backward to communicate and conſult in 
all Confidence with Your Majefty and your Miniſters, upon the 
Affairs of the Peace, according to the Foundations laid down 
in the Grand Alliance and other Treaties. We declare, that we 
have always been inclinable and ready to do it, and are ſo till, as 
far as we can, without Prejudice to the other Allies, and without de- 
parting from, or alting apainft the Engagements, Treaties, and Alli- 
ances which we bave enter d into. 

But, Madam, all the Propoſals hitherto made to us upon that 
Subject, were couch'd in very general Terms, without communicathig 
to 13 the Reſult of the Negotiations berwixt Tour Majeſly's Miniſters 
and thoſe of France; nor even your Majeſty's Thoughts about the 
Subject, which we ought to have concerted together. Tis true, that in 
ſome of the laſt Conferences, Your Majeſty's Minifters demanded 
to know whether ours were furniſh'd with a full Power, and autho- 
lied to draw up a Plan for the Peace; but it had been juſt, before 
ſuch a Thing was demanded of us, That they ſhould bave communicg- 
ted the Reſult of the Negotiations, ſo long treated of betwixt Your Ma- 
7 ⁰ Miniſters and thoſe of the Enemy; or at leaft, they ſhonld bave 
told us Tour Majeſty's Thoughts. 

Had that Plan related only to Your Majeſiy's Intereſi and Ours, we 
ſtould perhaps bave been in the Wrong not to have forthwith come in to 
it, tho* even in that Caſe the Aﬀair would not have been with- 
out its Difficulties, ſince ite leaſt Notice of it which ſhould ba 
come 10 the Enemy, muſi have been very pre judicial: But as the Plan in 
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Nueſtion concerned the Intere# of all the Allies, and almoſt all Europe, 
we had very ſtrong Apprehenſions, That as the particular Negotiati. 
aus betwixt Tour Maje(ty's Miniſters and thoſe of France, and the 
Readineſs with which we conſented to the Congreſs at Utrecht, and to 
the giving of Paſports to the Enemy's Miniſters, bad already occaſioned 
abundance of Suſpicions, and much Uneaſineſs to His Imperial Majefty 
and the other Allies: We ſay, we apprehended that His Imperial 
Majefty and the other Allies coming to know (which would have 
been very difficult to conceal from *em) the Concert betwixt 
Your Majeſty's Miniſters and Ours for a Plan of Peace, and that 
before the Minifters of France had given 4 ſpecific Anſwer 10 the 
Demands of the Allies, their Suſpicions and Uneafineſs would beve 
inere as d, and that Way of Proceeding might bave given ibem Ground to 
entertain Prejudicial Thoughts, as i it bad been THE INTENTION 
OF YOUR MAFESTY AND VS, TO ABANDON THE GRAND 
ALLIANCE AND THE COMMON CAUSE, or at leaſt that WE 
ALONE took upon us to determine the FATE of aH the OTHER 
ALLIES, by which His Imperial Majeſty and the other Confede- 
rates might have been puſhed on to SEP ARATE ME ASURES, and 
to take ſuch Steps as would be no ways AGREEABLE to Dur Ma- 
jeſty's Intereſi.

therefore cannot ſerve to DISENG AGE Tour Majeſty from Tours, 
with Reſet to Vs, ſince We are verily perſuaded that We have 
fully anſwer'd all Qur Treaties, and all Our Alliances, both with 
Your Majeſty, and with the High Allies in general; and that We 
bave done more in this preſent War, than could in Juſtice and Equity haue 
been expected Vs. All the Difference betwixt Your Majeſty and 
Us in this Point, is no more, if rightly confider'd, than a Diſ- 

In Truth, Madam, If for SUCH A CAUSE berwixs Poten- 
rates, aly d and united togetber by the ſtrongeſt and ſtriſteſi Ties of Alli» 
ance, Intereſt and Religion, any One of thoſe Potentates could QUIT all 
their Engagements, and DISENG AGE themſelves from all ibeir o- 
bligations, there's no TIE SO STRONG which mayn's be broke at any 
Time, and We know of no Engagements that COULD BE RELTED on 
in Time to come. 

We aſſure Our ſelves, that when Your Majefty conſiders the 
Conſequences, You will not PERSIST in whe Declaration which the 
Biſhop of Briftol has made: We beſeech Tou with all the ReſpeT 
and all the Earneſineſs of which We are capable, that Tou would 


not; and alſo that Jou would be pleaſed to revoke the Order given to

would authoriſe him to a& according to Occurrences, and as the 
Exigency of the War, and the Advancement of the Common 
Cauſe ſhall require. 

We alſo requeſt Yeu, Madam, to COMMUNICATE to Us the

Several Papers relating tothe FRENCH PROTEST ANTS. 


HE Principal Congregations of the French 

Proteſtant Refugees in the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, having appointed a Committee of 
Twelve Perſons to concert ſuch Meaſures as ſhould 
be thought proper to ſollicit the Crown of Great-Bri- 
tuin powerfully to ſupport their Intereſt in the Ne- 
gotiation of Peace; And this Committee being in- 
form'd, That ſome unlucky Doubts had been ſtarted 
and an Odious Parallel made between the French 
Refugees, and the Subjetts of Gr. Br. who had been in 
open Rebellion, and were Refugecs in France. They 
did thereupon draw up a Petition and Repreſentation, 
which on Monday the 21ſt of April, was by the Earl 
of Dartmouth, Secretary of State lid before Her 
Majeſty in Council, as follows:

above all. the Publick Good of all Chriftendom, 
were the-noble Motives that induc'd the Infanta

free, there would be no Grievance or Wrong done 
by it, either to the /afant:, or her Deſcendants ;

ſerting, That when Ferdinand Xing of Caftile 
and Leon went about to divide the Kin dom between

e That in the Year 1697 they declare themſclye;

© tain the contrarv; accept the Will of Charles Il. 
« and from it allume a Title to ſet the Duke of 
Anjou on the Throne. That in 1701 and 1703

« favour of the Queen Dowager; and the Duke of 
Anjou corretts the Article by which he was call 
to the Crown, and ſubſtitutes the Houſe of 0.

ons in the Houſe of Auſtria, who, in this Affair, 
« have the Advantage, that it has ever been their 
« Intereſt cloſely to ſtick to Juſtice, and to make it 
their Bulwark againſt the Attacks of their Ene- 
mies. That the Inferences that may have 
been drawn from the Will and Teſtament of 
« Philip IV. in their Favour, are no Exception of 
this Aſſertion: Since they had, on their Side, 
the Fundamental Laws, and the Renunciations to 
« two Infantas ; But as in Matters of Right and 
© Law, a Man is allow'd to ſupport his Aſſertions 
© by Authorities drawn from the Civilians and 
© Lawyers, ſo thoſe who maintain the Auſtrian 
© Cauſe may bring in the Opinion of a Prince 
© who was King of the Monarchy now in Contro- 
© yerſy, and common Father of the Competitors z 
and who in that double Capacity declared his 
© laſt Will to his People and to his Children, 
© That the laft Will and Teſtament of the King 
© of Spain, is a Deed cf great Weight and Conſi- 
deration, but is 0 Law in the State, neither was 
« it publiſh'd, promulgated as ſuch, or made uſe 
« of in Courts of Judicature. That the Kings of 
« Spain do not enjoy the Kingdom ex Dominio, 
, and conſequently cannot ſell, give away, or a- 
c lienate their Subjects, like a Flock of Sheep, 

That though their Royal Power be very Exten- 
five, yet is it not Deſpotick or Arbitrary ; and 
though they have the ſole Prerogative to make 
© Laws, yet this very Prerogative admits of ſome 
© Limitation. That there are in Spain Three ſorts 
© of Laws, viz, 1, The Ancient and Fundamental 
© Laws; 2, The Laws that are not ancient, bur 
© which have been enacted in the Cortes; and 3. The 
« Laws and Ordinances that have been made by the 
Kings out of the Cortes, and by Advice of, at 
leaſt, the two Thirds of his Privy-Council. —— 
That the Laws of the firſt and ſec nd fort are 
. equally ſworn to by the Kings at their Acceſnon 
to the Crown 3 and thereby become between 

| © them and their »ubjeas a Contract, which mu- 
tually binds them in the ſtricteſt Obligation; and 
Atli laid Laws being entirely like Ads of Parlia- 
; menty 
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ment in England, cannot either be explesy'd or 
c repeaPd without the Conſent of the CORTES, 
c who concurr'd in making the (ame.

Negative. hat, if during ſuch a Controver. 
. ly, the King dies without having aſſembled the

. undecided, in ſuch a Caſe the whole Right of

* bled in the Cortes; which he proves by the Law

That they prevail'd there ſo far, in a little time, 

as that the Engliſh came to propoſe the ſame Sy- 

ſtem, and to defend it by the ſame Arguments, 

That the French Miniſter is in the Right 

c to ſay, That in order to come to a true Knowledge 

c of an Equilibrium (or Ballance) between the Tuo 

« Houſes, we muſt endeavour to get à good Eſtimate 

c of the Strength and Weaknels of Both ; But that 

the Method he propoſes is not proper to come at 

it.

He ſays, as to the firft, That the fixt 
Revenues of the King of France did in the Year 
1688 amount to near ſixty Millions of Crowns, 
and that the extraordinary Sums he has raisd 
ſince that time are no leſs than Forty Millions 
of Crowns, ſo that he does actually levy above an 
hundred 
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© hundred Mill'ons of Crowns per Annum z where. 
« as the Revenucs of the Monarchy of Spzi« dg 
not amount to above twenty Millionsof Crowns, 
« nor do thoſe of the Houſe of Auſtria excecd the

© As to the third Point, That the Houſe of A. 
« ſtria is ſo far from being equal to France in num- 
© ber of Troops, that all the Confederates toge. 
ther are ſcarce able to cquil Her. That *tis well 
* known the King of France maintains 200c00 Men 
© in time of Peace, and 350000 in time of War; 
© whereas the late King Charles Il in the laſt 
War kept only 35000 in Spain, 15000 in the 
© Dutchy of Milan; 160-0 in Naples, Sicily, Sardi- 
© nia, Majorca and Minorca 3 2000 in the Places of 
© Tuſczny, and 20000 in the Netherlands, in all 
« $5000 Men. That the prefent Emperor has on 
« Foot above 130000 Men, of which 110000 ſerv'd 
« againſt France, but then he exerts his utmoſt 
« Efforts, and employs all the Reyenues of Itahy 
and Bavaria for their Maintenance. That the 
, Houſe of Auftriz might indeed, as formerly, en-

IT rat he comprehends clearly that the Monarchy 
© of Spain join'd to that of Germany, will form a 
New M.narchy equal in Power to the two for- 
mer; but cannot conc-Iive that by this Union 
© the New Monarchy will become more powerful 
than the Two were before. That there are e- 
ven a good many Reaſons to fear the contrary: 
For the chief Cauſe why the Power of the Kings 
of Spain was not proportionable to their Domi- 
nions, being the Remoteneſs of theſe from the 
Reſidence of the Soveraign, which oblig'd him 
to govern them by Viceroys, that Inconvenience 
will be doubled in the Perſon of a fingle Mo- 
narch.

As to the Conſequences that are drawn from

Such Events 
are ſo miraculous, that they could not be believ'd 
without Experiment; but to have two ſeveral 
Tryals, and not believe it, is an unpardonable 
Blindneſs in Men who fit at the Helm of Gevern- 
ment, 3. The Queen was not yet ſenſible of the 
Breach of Faith of her Allies” Certain Perſons 
abuſing the Confidence her Majeſty fancy'd to be 
due to their Wit, and Parts, and Succeſſes, ſa- 
crificed her inſenſibly to the Court of Vienna, © 
Holland, and to their private Intereſts, by indu- 
cing her to continue, under the Colour of a ſcru- 
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pulous Fidelity to her Engagements, a War from 
which ſhe alone was to reap no Advantage, thy* 
at the ſame time it ruin'd her SubjeAs, *Tis 
true, we read in Tſop's Fables, That the Mon- 
key made uſe of the Cat's Paw to take the Cheſ- 
nuts out of the Firez but we do not fiad, That 
when the Cat grew weary of her Complaiſance, 
the Monkey had the Impudence to cry ou: 
— and to upbraid her with Breach of 

aith. 

We have but one Thing more to examine; 
namely, Whether Europe ought rather to Sigh 
upon the making a Peace according to theQueen's 
Plan, than upon the Proſpect of an Everlaſting 
War, agreeable to the Schemes of the Imperialiſts 
and the Dutch ? Not to inſiſt upon the Common. 
Place, which ſays, @ bad Peace is better than a prod 
War, let us ſee, with our Author, whether the 
Peace now in Agitation, is not preferable to the 
War in Cogitation : If it is bad, the High Allies 
were in the wrong, when in the Year 1701. they 
made their Grand Alliance; for by this Project 1 
Peace, they have all they then deſired. and all 
the Advantages they propoſed to themſeives by 
taking up Arms, It is properly from that Treaty, 
that the Queen of Gyeas Britain has drawn up the 
Articles of a General Satisfaction. If the Em- 
peror and the Dutch have taken no Care of t'eir 
Intereſts, at a time when n thing hindred them 
from ſtipulating what they pleaſzd, they can blame 
no Body but themſelves : But, ſays our Author, 
their Stomach is ſince come to them, and they'! 
cry, if they are not humour'd , They thought to 
have ſwallou'd up one Crown, and to have divided 
the other.

If 
ſhe is ſo ſtrong, how will you reduce her ? Men 
of Senſe and Gravity, who do not exaggerate 
Matters, content themſelves with ſpeaking a 
Truth upon this Occaſion, to wit, That France 


is powerful encugh to withſtand the greateſt 


Efforts of her Enemies, and yet is not ſtrong 
enough to attack the Liberties of Furope, If 
ſhe took Care to extend her ſelf ſome forty or 
fifty Years ago, it was becauſe Paris was a lit- 
tle too near her Frontiers, Prince _— will 
confirm what I ſay, who having laid Siege to 
Landrecy, promis'd his Army to winter them in 
the Iſle of France, and Major General Groveſtein 
had already beſpoke their Quarters, It is not, 
therefore boundleſs Ambition in a Prince to 
endeavour to cover his Kingdom on the fide 
it is moſt ſtraiten'd; but it is to deſire to 
poſſeſs at the ſame time Germany, the Nether 
7 Hungary, Bohemia, Italy, Spain, and the

We muſt therefore conclude, That a War, 
which, it ſucceſsful, would tend to Nothing but 
to double the Territe:1's of the Dutch, and to 
quadruple thoſe of the Emperor; and which, it 
not ſucceſs'ul, might give France more Territo- 
ries tran ſhe defires, is a War which it is high 
time to put an end to z and, That on the con- 
trary, a Peace which leaves the Two Great 
Houles in an exact Equilibrium, and reftores a 
p*rte & Tranquility to poor Europe, torn in pieces 
iy lo many Calamities, can make no Body 
/:5h, but the Diſturbers of the Publick Peace, 
aud the Common Ene mies of Mankind.

E Swediſb Fleet arriving bl the 24th 
of September laft, at the Iſland of Rogen, 
and the Troops being landed in two Days time, 
Count Steinboct thought fit to cauſe them to pats 
© gyer immediately to the Continent, in Order to 
« attack the Enemy in their Intrenchments. But 
« thoſe Intrenchments having been rendered inac- 
ceſũble, by Forts, Redoubts, and Lines tripled in 
« thoſe Parts where the Ground was leaſt covered 
« by Nature, they could not be attacked withouc 
© expoſing the Troops too much; and beſides ic 
© was contidered that if by good Fortune they 
© ſhould be forced, we ſhould fall into a Country 
« that was ruined and deſolate, It was reſolved 
therefore to force the Paſs of Damparten poſſeſſed

gut Lieutenant. General Ducker who was at the 
© Head of the Vanguard, giving Notice that Ene. 
© my had reticed with Precipitation, we haſtened 
© our March, and advanced halfa League beyond 
the ſaid Defile, as far as Grotenbritz and Lut- 
© tenbritz,whereNight coming on obliged tne Army 
to halt. We were there informed, as well by Spies

X. Foraſmuch as, in digeſting the preſent A- 
greement, ſome other Points were debated, to wit, 
the General Amneſty, the Preſervation of Eſtates, 
Benefices, Offices, Penſions, and other. Advanta- 
ges, as wellin favaur of all the Spaniards, as in fa- 
vour of the Jtal:ans and Flemmings, who have hither. 
to adhered, and are willing hereafter to adhere to 
one of the Two Parties; and ſince it was not judg'd 
expedient to make the Diſcuſſion of thoſe Points a 
Part of this Agreement, which is enter'd into prin- 
ci pally for the Evacuation of Catalonia; it has been 


thought fit to refer them to the Treaty of Peace, 


Her Britanuick Majeſty having declar'd, that She

XI. It is farther agreed by the Parties contract.

The King's Letters Patents, admitting of the 
King of Spain's Renunciation of the Crown 
of France, and of the Renunciation of the Duke 
of Berry, and of the Duke of Orleans of the 
Crown of Spain. 


EWIS by the Grace of God, King of France and 

Navarre, to all preſent and to come, Greeting, 
In the various Revolutions of a War, in which we 
have only fought to ſuſtain the juſt Rights of the 
King our moſt beloved Brother and Grandſon to the 
Monarchy of Spain, We have never ceaſed to deſire 
Peace. The moſt proſperous Succeſſes have not 
dazled us, and the contrary Events which the Hand 
of God hath uſed to try us, have found this De- 
fire in us, not given it Birth, But the time ſet by 
Divine Providence for the Repoſe of Europe was not 
yet come; the diſtant fear of ſeeing one Day our 
Crown and that of Spain on the Head of one Prince, 
made always an equal Impreſſion on the Powers who 
united againſt us; and this fear, which was the prin- 
cipal Cauſe of the War, ſeemed alſo to be an unſur- 
mountable Obſtacle to the Peace. At laſt, after 
many fruitleſs Negotiations, God being moved with 
the Sufferings and Groans of ſo many People, hath 
youchſafed to open a ſure Way to arrive at ſo dif. 
ficult a Peace. But the ſame Apprehenſions always 
continuing, the firſt and principal Condition which 
had been propoied to us by our moſt dear and moſt 
beloved Sifter, the Queen of Great Britain, as the 
eſſential and neceſſary Foundation of the Treaties, 
hath been, that the King of — our ſaid Brother 
and Grandſon, keeping the Monarchy of Spain and 
the Indies, ſhould, for himſelf and his Deſcendants 
for eyer, renounce the Rights which his Birth might 
ever give him and them to our Crown: That reci- 
procally our moſt dear and moſt beloved Grandſon 
the Duke of Berry, and our moſt dear and moſt be- 
loved Nephew the Duke of Orleans, ſhould allo for 
themſelves and their Deſcendants, Male and Female, 
renounce for ever their Rights to the Monarchy of 
Spain and the Indies, Our ſaid Siſter has cauſed to 
be repreſented to us, that without a formal and po- 


btive Aſſurance upon this Point, which alone can be 
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a Band of Peace, Europe will never enjoy its Repoſo; 
all the Powers 2 it is divided being equal- 
ly perſwaded, that it would be their general Intereſt 
and Safety to continue a War, the End of which no 
one can foreſce, rather than to be expoſed to ſee 
the ſame Prince one Day become Maſter of two 
Monarchies ſo powerful as thoſe o France and Spain, 
But as that Princeſs, whoſe indefatigable Zeal for 
re-eſtabliſhing the general Tranquility we cannot 
ſufficiently commend, perceived the Reluctance 
we had to conſent that one of our Children 
ſo worthy to reap the Succeſhon of our Fathers, ſhould 
be neceſſarily excluded from it, in Caſe the Miſ- 
fortunes with which it has pleaſed God to affli us 
in our Family, ſhould deprive us alſo of the Dau- 
phin our moſt dear and moſt beloved great Grand- 
ſon, the ſole remaining of the Princes, whoſe Loſs 
our Kingdom with us has ſo juftly bewailed z ſhe was 
ſenſible of our Grief, and after having, in Concert, 
ſought gentler Means to eſtabliſh the Peace, we agreed 
with our ſaid Siſter to offer to the . of Spain 
other Dominions, inferior indeed to thoſe he poſ- 
ſeſſes, yet which would be the more valuable under 
his Reign, in regard that reſerving his Rights in this 
Caſe he would unite to our Crown a part of the ſaid 
Dominions, if he ſhould one Day arrive at our Suc- 
ceſſion. We then employed the ftrongeft Reaſons 
to perſwade him to accept of this Alternative ; We 
repreſented to him, that he ought in the firſt Place 
to conſider the Duty of his Birth; that he ſtood in - 


debted to his Houſe and his Country before he was- 


engaged to Spain; that if he did not anſwer his firſt 
Engagements, he might poſſibly one Day in vain re- 

nt his having abandon'd the Rights which he mighe 
be no longer in a Condition to maintain We add- 
ed to thele Reaſons Perſonal Motives of Friendſhip 
andTenderneſs,which we thought capable of moving 


bim, thePleaſure we might have of ſeeing him from 


time to time near us, and paſſing with him part of 
our Days, as we might promiſe ourſelves from the 
Neighbourhood of the Dominions offered to him; 
the Satisfaction of inſtructing him ourſelyes in the 
State of our Affairs, and of depending upon him for 
the time to come; ſo that if God ſhould preſerve to 
us the Dauphin, we might give to our Kingdom in 
the Perſon of the King our Brother and Grandſon, a 
Regent inſtructed in the Art of governing; and that 
if this Infant, ſo valuable to us and our Subjects. 
ov 
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ſhould be taken from us, we might at leaſt have ways 


the Conſolation of leaving to our People a King 
Virtuous, fit to Govern, and who might reunice 
very conſiderable Dominions to our Crown. Our 
Inſtances, repeated with all the Force and neceſſary 
Ter derneſs, to perſwade a Son who ſo juſtly merics 
the Efforts we have made to preterve France to himg 
have only produced on his Part repeated Retuſals 
to abandon ſuch brave and faithful Subjects, whote 
Zeal for him was ſignaliz d in Conjunttures in which 
his Throne appeared in the greateft Hazard; ſo that 
perſiſting with an invincible Firmneſs in his firſt Re- 
ſolution, maintaining too that it was more glorious 
and advantageous to our Houſe and Kingdom, than 
that which we preſſed him to accept, he hath de- 
clared in an Aſſembly of the States of che Kingdom 
called together for this purpoſe at Madrid, that to 
arrive at the general Peace, and ſecure the Tran- 
quility of Europe by a Balance of Poxers, he would 
renounce of his own Motion and free Inclination, 
and without any Conftraint, for himſelf his Heirs 
and Succeflors for ever, all Pretenſions, Rights and 
Titles that he. or any of his Deſcendants may have 
at preſent or any time hereafter to the Succeſſion 
of our Crown; that he would hold excluded from 
it himſelf, his Children, Heirs and Deſcendants for 
ever; that he would conſent for himſelt and for them, 
that from this time forward his Rights and that of 
hisDeſcendants ſhould paſs and be transferred to ſuch 
Princes as the Law of Succeſſion and Order of Birth 
called, or ſhall call to Inheric our Crown, in De- 
fault of our ſaid Brother and Grandſon the King 
of Spain and his Deſcendants, as is amply ſpecified 
by the Act of Renunciation admitted by the States 
of his Kingdom; and ia Conſequence, he hath de- 
clared that he would eſpecially deſiſt from the Right, 
which may have been added to that of his Birth, 
by our Letters Patents dated in December 1700, by 
which we declared that cur Will was, that the King 
of Spain and his Deſcendants ſhou'd keep for ever 
the Rights of their Birth or Race, in the ſame 
Manner as if they made their Reſidence in our 
Kingdom, and cf the Regiſtring which was made 
of our ſaid Letters Patents, as well in our Court 
of Parliament, as, in our Chamber of Accounts at 
Paris, We are ſenſible, as a King and Father, how 
much it were to be —_—_ that the. general Peace 


might 
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might have been concluded without a Renunciation, 
which makes ſo great a Change in our Royal Houſe, 
and in the ancient Order of ucceſſion to our Crown; 
but we are yet more ſenſible how much it is our 
Duty to ſecure ſpeedily to our Subjects a Peace ſo 
neceſſary to them. We ſhall never forget the Ef. 
forts they have made for us during the long con- 
tinuance of a War we could not have ſuftained, if 
their Zeal had not been of a une Extent than 
their Strength The Safety of ſo fa thful a People 
is to usa Supreme Law, wh ch ought to be aboye 
any other Conſideration, To this Law it is that 
we this Day ſacrifiſe the Right of aGrandſon ſo dear 
to us; and by the Price which the general Peace wil 
coſt our Affection, we ſhall hav: the Conſolation of 
teftifying to our Subjects, that at the r of out 
own Blood they will always hold the firft Rank in 
our Heart. For theſe Caules, and other weightvCon-. 
ſiderations us thereunto moving, after having ſeen in 
ourCouncil the ſaid Act of Renunciation of the King 
of Spain our ſaid Brother and Grand'on, bearing 
Date the 5th of November laſt; and alſo the other 
Acts of the Renunciation which our ſaid Grandſun 
the Duke of Berry, and our ſaid Nephew the Duke 
of Orleans, have reciprocally made of their Rights 
to the Crown of Spain, as well for themſelves as 
their Deſcendants Male and Female; in Conſe. 
quence of the Renunciation of our ſaid Brother and 
Grandſon the King of spain, all which are hereunto 
annexed, together with a collated Copy of the ſaid 
Letter Patents dated in December 1700, under the

H1IL 1 P, Grandſon of France, Duke of orleant, 
Valois. Chartres & Nemours, Be it known by 
theſe Preſents, to all Kings, Princes, Common. 
wealths, Potentates, Corporations, and to all Per- 
ſons preſent and to come, That the fear of an U- 
nion of the Crowns of France and Spain, having been 
the chief Motive of the preſent War; and the o- 
ther Powers of Europe having always apprehended 
that theſe two Crowns ſhould be placed upon one 
and the ſame Head, it has been laid as the Founda. 
tion of the Peace which is now tranſatting, and 
which it is hoped will be more and more cement- 
ed for the Repole of ſo many States that have ſacri · 
fis'd themſelves, like ſo many Victims, to oppoſe the 
Danger they thought themſclres threatned withal, 
that there ought to be ſettled a kind of Equality and 
Ballance between the contending Princes, and that 
a ſeparation muſt be made to endure for ever, and 
in an irrevocable manner, of the Rights they claim 
and which they defended, Sword in Hand, with a 
reciproc4l Slaughter on both fides. That in order 
to ſettle this Equality, the — — of Great Britain 
hath propoſed, and upon thoſe Inſtances it has been 
ag eed by the King our moſt honoured Lord and 
nkle, and by the Catholick King our moſt Dear 
Nephew, that to ayoid at any time whatſoever an 
Union ef the Crowns of France and Spain, reciprocal 
Renupciations ſhould be made, to wit, by the Ca- 
tholick King PhiJ;pV.our Nephew,for Vimſolf and all 


his Poſterity to the Succeſhon of the Crown of 


France; as alſo by the Duke of Berry, cur deareſt 
Nephew, and by Us for ourſelves and for all cur 
Poſterity, to the Crown of Spain, upon condition 
likewiſe that neicher the Hovle of Auſtria nor any 
of its Poſterity may ſucceed to the Crown of Spazn, 
becauſe that Houſe even without the Empire's be- 
ing united to it, would become formidable if a new 
Poser were added to its ancient Dominions, and 
conſequently this Ballance, which is defired may be 
eſtabliſh'd for the Good of all the Princes and States 
of Europe, would ceaſe. Now it is certain that with- 


out this Ballance, States are prejudiced by the * 
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of their en Greatneſs; or that Envy induces their 


Neghbours to form Alliances to attack and reduce 
them to ſuch a State, that theſe great Powers may 
inſpire leſs Fear, and may not aim at Un verſal Mo- 
naichy. And whereas his Catholick Majeſty in or- 


der to obtain the End propoſed, did on bis Part, make 


hisRenuaciation the 5th Day of this preſent Month 
We conſent that upon failure of Philip V. our Ne- 
phew and his Poſterity, the Crown of Spain may go 
to the Rouſe of the Duke of Savoy, whole Rights 
are evident and known; ſince he is deſcended from 
the Infanta Catherine, Daughter of Philip II. and that 
he is called thereto by the other Kings his Succeſ- 
ſors, ſo that his Right to the Spaniſh Succeſſion is 
indiſputable. And being defirous to concur in the 
Glorious End propoſed of reftoring the Publick 
Tranquility, and preventing the Fears which might

The Kings Letters Patents, given at Verſailles 
in the Month of December 1700, 


EW1IS, by the Grace of GOD, King of France 

and Navarre, To all who ſhall fee theſe Pre- 
ſents, Greeting. The Succeſſes which it hath pleas'd 
God to heap upon Us during the Courſe of our 
Reign, are ſo many Motives unto Us to conſult, not 
only for the preſent, but future Times, the Wel- 
fare and Tranquility of the People entruſted to 
our Government by the Divine Providence, whoſe 
impenetrable Decrees let us only ſee that we ought 
not to repoſe our Confidence either in our Forces; 
the Extent of our Dominions, or in a numerous 
Pofterity, and that the Bleſſings we receive from 
the Bounty of God Almighty, have no other Foun- 
dation than that of his Will. Nevertheleſs, as it 
is his Determination that the Kings he hath cho- 
ſen to guide gs People, ſhou'd provide againſt ſuch 
Events as ark capable of producing Diſorders and 
moſt bloody Wars, that chey may obviate thoſe 
Evils, by the Light they derive from the Divine 
Wiſdom: We fulfil his Decrees, when, amidft 
the univerſal Rejoycings of our Kingdom, We 
foreſee as a thing poſſible a melancholly Event, 
which we pray God for ever to divert, At the 
ſame Time that we accept the Teſtament of the 
late King of Spain, That our moſt Dear and moft 
Beloved Son the Danphin renounces his lawful 
Rights to that Crown, in Favour of his Second 
Son the Duke of Anjou, our moſt Dear and moſt 
Beloved Grandſon, appointed by the late King of 
Spain, his Univerſal Heir, That this Prince, known 


at preſent by the Nime of Philip the V. King of 


Spain, is ready to enter into his Kingdom, in Com- 
plyance with the importunate Defires of his new 
Subjects: This great Affair does not hinder us 


from carrying our Views beyond the preſent Time; 


and when our Succeſſion ſeems beſt eftabliſh'd, We 
efieem it juſt, and our Duty, as a King and a as 
Father, to declare Our Will to Futurity, conforma- 
ble to the Sentiments with which thoſe two Qu li- 
ties infpire Us. So being perſwaded that the King 
v Spain our Grandſon will always retain the fame

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Tenderneſs and Affection, of which he has given 


ſo many Proofs, towards us, towards his Family, 


and towards his Kingdom in which he was Born . 
that the new Subjects, by his Example uniting 
themſelves to Ours, 2 perpetual Friendſhip, anf 
moſt perfect Correſpondence, will be furm'd be.

declare, and ordain, and our Will and Pleaſure is, 
That our moſt Dear and moſt Beloved Grandſon 
the King of Spain, keep always the Rights of his 
Birth in the ſame manner as it he made his actual 
Reſidence in our Kingdom. And our moft Dear, 
and moſt Beloved only Son the Dauphin being the 
true and lawful Succeſſor and Heir to our Crown 
and Dominions, and after Him our moſt Dear, and 
moſt Beloved Grandſon the Duke of Burgundy * If 
it ſhould ſo happen, which God forbid, that our 
faid Grandſon the Duke of Burgundy ſhould die with- 
out Iſſue Male, or that ſuch Iſſue Male born in good 
and lawful Marriage die before Him, or leave be. 
hind them no Male Children born in lawful Mar- 
_ Triage; in this Caſe our ſaid Grandſon the King of 
Spain, claiming the Rights of his Birth, ſhall be the 
true and legitimate Succeſſor of our Crown and 
Dominions, notwithſtanding he be then abſent and 
refiding out of our Kingdom; and immediately 
after his Deceaſe, his Heirs Male begotten in law- 
ful Marriage, ſhall come to the Succeſſion, notwith« 
ſtanding they were horn and do live out of our 
faid Kingdom.

TY King promiſes and engages to make Peace 
with the Houſe of _4{uſtri4 upon the Conditi- 
ons hereafter ſpecified, provided they be accepted 
before the 1ſt day of Fune next, after which Time 
his Majeſty will not be bound to any Engagement, 

The King will after the Signing of the Peace, ac- 
knowledge all the Titles he has not yet acknowledg, 
ed; namely, the D. of Hanover in theQuality of E. 
lector, with the Rights and Pre rogatives annexed to 
that Dignity. 

The Treaty concluded at Ryſwick in the Month 
of Ofober 1697 ſhall be reftored, and the Rhine ſhall 
ſerve for a Barrier between France and the Empire; 
ſo that the King ſhall keep all that his Majey actual: 
ly poſſc ſſes on this fide that River, andſhall reftore 
or demoliſh the Places which belong to him on the 
other ſide, or in the Courle of that River.

nother with a mutual deſire of making Peace: Be it therefore 
known to all and ſingular, whom it may concern, That under 
this Divine Guidance, the moſt Serene and moſt Potent Princeſs 
and Lady Anne, by the Grace of God, Queen of Great Bri-

II. That all Enmities, Hoſtilities, Diſcords, and Wars, 
between the ſaid Queen of Great Pritain, and the ſaid Moſt 
Chriftian King, and their Subjects, do ceaſ- and be aboliſh- 
ed, ſo that on both ſides they do wholly refrain and deſiſt 
from all Plundering, Depredation, Harm-doing, Injuries, 
and Annoyance whatſoever, as well by Land, as by Sea 
and Freſh Waters, in all Parts of the Worl4, and chiefly 
through all Tracts, Dominions and Places, of what kind 
ſoe ver, of the Kingdoms, Court. ics, and Territories of ei— 
ther fide. :

ſtabliſned Right and Order of the Hereditary Succeſſion to 
the Crown of Great Britain, and the Limitation thereof by 
the Laws of Great Britain (made and enacted in the Reigns 
of the late King William the Third, of glorious Memory, 
and of the preſent Queen) to the Iſſue ot the aboveſaid 
Queen, and in default thereof, to the moſt Serene Prince; 
Sophia, Dowager of Brunſwick- Hanover, and Her Heirs in 
the Proteftant Line of Hanover.

The Iſland called Newfoundland, with the adjacent 
Iſlands, ſhall from this time forward, belong of Right whol- 
ly to Britain; and to that end the Town and Fortreſs of 
Placentia, and whatever other Places in the faid Iſland, are 
in the Poſſeſſion of the French, ſhall-be yielded and given 
up, within Seven Months from the Exchange of the Ratifi. 
cations of this Treaty, or ſooner, if poſſible, by the moſt 
Chriſtian King to thoſe who have a Commiſſion from the 
ueen of Great Britain, for that purpoſe, Nor ſhall the 
moſt Chriſtian King, His Heirs and Succeſſors, or any of 
their Subjects, at any time hereafter lay Claim to any Right 
to the ſaid Iſland and Iſlands, or to any Part of it, or them.

But it ſhall be allowed to 
the Subjects of France, to catch Fiſh, and to — them on 
Land, in that part only, and in no other beſides that, of the 
aid Iſland of Newfoundland, which ſtretches from the Place 
called Cape Bonaviſta, to the Northern Point of the ſaid 
Iſland, and from thence running down by the Weſternſide, 
reaches as far as the Place called Point Riche, But the 
Iſland ealled Cape Breton, i as alſo all others, both in the 
Mouth of the River of St. Lawrence, and in the Gulph of

XIV. It is expreſly provided, that in all the ſaid Places 
and Colonies to be yielded and reſtored by the moſt Chri- 
ſtian King, in purſuance of this Treaty, the Subjects of 
the ſaid King may have Liberty to remove themſelves 
within a Year to any other Place, as they ſhall think fit, 
together with all their moveable Effects. But thoſe who 
are willing to remain there, and to be ſuhject to the King- 
dom of Great Britain, are to enjoy the Free exerciſe of 
their Religion, according to the uſage of the Church of 


Rome, as far as the Laws of Great Britain do allow the 


ſame. 

XV. The Subjects of France inhabiting in Canada, and o- 
thers ſhall hereafcer give no Hindrance or Moleftation to 
the Five Nations or Cantons of Indians, ſubje& to the Do- 
minions of Great Britain, nor to the other Natives of Ameri. 
ca, who are Friends to the ſame. In like manner the Sub- 
jets of Great Britain, ſhall behave themſelves Peaccabl to- 
wards the Americans, who are Subjects or Friends to ance; 
and on both ſides they ſhall enjoy full Liberty of going and 
coming on account of Trade. As alſo the Na'ives of thoſe 
Countries ſhall, with the fame Liberty, reſort, as they 
pleaſe, to the Britiſh and French Colonies, for Promoting 
Trade on one lide, and the other, without any Moleftation 
or Hindrance, either on the Part of the Brjziſh Subjects, or 
of the French. But it is to be exactly and diſtinctly ſettled by 
Com miſſarſes, ho are, and who ought to be accounted the 
Subjects and Friends of Britain or of France. 

XVI. That all Letters, as well of Repriſal, as of Mack 
and Counter-Mark, which have hitherto vn any account 
been Granted on either ſide, be and remain null, void, and 
of no effect; and that no Letters of this kind be hereaſter 
Granted by either of Their ſaid Royal Majcfties, againſt

XXV. The Treaty of Peace made this Day between 
His Sacred Royal moft Chriſtian Majefty, and His Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of Savoy, is particularly included in this 
Treaty, as an Eſſential part ot it, and is confirm'd by it, 
in the ſame manner as if it were word for word inſerted 
therein; Her Royal Majeſty of Great Britain declarin

XXVI. The moft Serene King of Sweden with His Kings 
doms, Dominions, Provinces, and Rights, as alſo the Great 
Duke of Tuſcany, the Republick of Genoa, and the Duke of 
Parma, are in the beft manner included in this Treaty. 

XXVII. Their Majefties have alſo been pleaſed to com. 
prehend in this Treaty the Hans-Towns, namely Lubect, 
Bremen, and Hamburg, and the City of Dantzick, with this 
eſſect, that as ſoon as the General Peace ſhall be conclud. 
ed, the Hans-Towns and the City of Dantzick, may for the

Merchants, Mafters of Ships, Owners, Mariners, 
Men of all kinds, Ships, and all Merchandizes in general, 
and Effects of one of the Confederates, and of his Subj-&s 
and Inhabitants, ſha!l on no publick or private Account, 
by virtue of any general or ſpecial Edict, de Seized in any

VIII. Furthermore it i3 agreed and concluded as a gene- 
ral Rule, That all and ſingular the Subjects of the moſt 
Serene Queen of Great Eritain, and of the moſt Serene the 
moſt Chriftian King, in all Countries and Flaces ſuhject to 
their Power one each ſide, as to all Duties, Impoſitions, oc 
Cuſtoms whatſoever, concerning Perſons, Goods and Mer— 
chandizes, Ships, Freights, Seamen, Navigation and Com- 
merce, ſhall uſe and enjoy the lame Privileges, Liberties, 
and Immunities at leaſt, and have the like favour in ail 
things, as well in the Courts of Juſtice, as in all ſuch things 
as relate either to Commerce, or to any other Right 
whatſoever, which any Foreign Nation, the moſt favoured, 
has, uſes, and enjoys, or may hercatter have, uſe, and en- 
oy. 
| IX. It is further agreed, That within the ſpace of two 
Months after a Law ſhall be made in Great Britain, where- 
by it ſhall be ſuſhciently provided that no more Cuſtoms 
or Duties be paid for Goods and Merchandizes brought 
trom France to Great £Eritain, than what are payable for 
Geods and Merchandizes of the like nature, Imported 
into Great Britain, from any other Country in Europe; and 
that all Laws made in Great Britain ſince the Year 1564. 
for Prohibiting the Importation of any Goods and Mer— 
chandizes coming from Fance, uhich were not Prokibited 
before that time, be repealed, the genera! Lariff made in 
France the 18th Day of Sen ber in the Year 1664 ſhall 
take place there again, ard the Dutics payable in“ France 
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by the Subjects of Great Britain, for Goods Imported and 
* Exported, thall be paid according to the Tenour of the 
Tariff abovementioned, and ſhall not exceed the Rule 
therein ſettled, in the Provinces whereof mention is there 
made, and in the other Provinces the Duty ſhall not be 
payable, otherwiſe than according to the Rule at that time 
preſcribed 3 And all Prohibi ions Tariffs Edicts, Declara- 
tions or Decrees made in France ſince the ſaid Tariff of 
the Year 1664. and contrary thereunto, in re ſpect to the 
Goods and Merchandizes of Great Britain, ſhall be Repeal. 
ed. But whereas it is urged on the Part of France, that 
certain Merchandizes, that is to ſay, Manufactures of Wool, 
Sugar, Salted Fiſh, and the Product of Whales be except- 
ed out of the Rule of the abovementioned Tariff, and like. 
wiſe other Heads of Matters belonging to this Treaty res 
main, which having been propoſed on the part of Great 
Britain, have not yet been mutually adjuſted, a Specifica- 
tion of all which is contained in a ſeparate Inftrument 
Subſcribed by the Ambaſſadors Extraordinary and Plenipo- 
tentiaries on both ſides 3 It is hereby Provided and Agreed, 
that within two Months from the Exchange of the Ratifi- 
cations of this Treaty, Commiſſaries on both ſides ſhall 
meet at London, to conſider of, and remove the difficulties 
concerning the Merchandizes, to be excepted out of the 
Tariff of the Year 1664, and concerning the other heads, 
which, as is aboveſaid, are not yet wholly adjuſted, And 
at the ſame time the ſaid Commiſſaries ſhall likewiſe en- 
deavour, (which ſeems to be very much for the Intercſ 
of both Nations) to have the methods of Commerce on 
one part, and of the other, more thoroughly examined, 
and to find out and eftabliſh juſt and beneficial means 
on both ſides for removing the difficulties in this matter, 
and jar regulating the Duties mutually, But it is always 
underſtood and provided, that all and ſingular Articles 
of this Treaty, do in the mean while remain in their full 
torce; and eſpecially that nothing be deemed, under any 
pretence whatſoever, to hinder the benefit of the Ceneral 
Tariff of the Year 1664. from being granted to the Sub- 
jects of Her Royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the ſaid 
Britiſh Subjects from having and enjoying the ſame, with- 
out any Delay or Tergiverlation, within the ſpace of T'wo 
Months after a Law is made in Great Britain, as abovelaid, 
in as ample manner and form as the Subjects of any Na- 
tion, the moſt favoured, might have and enjoy the benefit 
or the aforeſaid Tariff, any thing to be done, or diſcufſed 
by the ſaid Commiſſaries, to the contrary in any wiſe not- 


withſtanding. X. Th 
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A. The Duties on Tobacco Imported into France, either 
in the Leaf, or prepared, ſhall be reduced hereafter to the 
ſame moderate Rate, as the ſaid Tobacco, of the growth 
of any Country in Europe or America, being 8 into 
France, does or ſhall pay. The Subjects on both ſides ſhall 
alſo pay the ſame Duties in France for the ſaid Tobacco; 
There ſhall be likewiſe an equal liberty of Selling it; and 
the Britiſh Subjects ſhall have the fame Laws as the Mer- 
chafits of France themſel ves have and enjoy. 

XI. It is likewiſe concludgd that the Impoſition or Tax 
of 50 Sals Tournois laid on Britiſh Shi ps in France for every 
Tun, ſhall wholly ceaſe, and be from henceforward annul- 
led. In like manner the Tax of Five Shillings Sterling, 
laid on French Ships in Great Britain for every Tun ſhall 
ceaſe 3 neither ſhall the ſame, or any the like Impoſitiont 
be laid hereafter on the Ships of the Subjects on either 
ſide, | 

XII. It is further agreed and concluded, That it ſhall be 
wholly free for all Merchants, Commanders of Ships, and 
others the Subjeas of the Queen of Great Britain, in all 
Places of France, to manage their own buſineſs themſelves, 
or to commit them to the management of whomſoever they 
pleaſe, nor ſhall they be obliged to make uſe of any Interpre- 
ter, or Broker, nor to pay them any Salary. unlels they 
chuſe to make uſe of them. Moreover Maſters of Ships 
ſhall not be obliged in loading or unloading their Ships to 
make uſe of thoſe Workmen, either at Bourdeaux, or in 
any other Places as may be appointed by Publick Autho- 
rity for that purpoſe ; but it ſhall be intirely free for them 
to load or unload their Ships by themſelves, or to make 
uſe of ſuch Perſqns in loading or unloading the ſame as 
they ſhall think fit, without the payment of any Salary to 
any other whomſoever; neither ſhall they be forced to un- 
load any fort of Merchandizes cithes into other Ships, or 
to wait for their being loaded longer than they pleaſe, 
And all and every the Subjects of the moſt Chriſtian King 
ſhall reciprocally have and enjoy the ſame Privileges and 
Liberty in all places in Europe ſubject to the Dominion of 
Great Britain. 

It ſhall be wholly lawful and free for Merchants and 
others, being Subjects either to the Queen of Great Bri. 
tain, or to the moſt Chriftian King, by Will, and any o- 
ther Diſpoſition made, either during the time of Sickneſs, 
or at any other time before, or at the point of Death, to 
deviſe or give away their Merchandizes, Effects, Money, 
Debts belonging to them, and all moveable Goods, which 


hey have or ought to have at any time of their Death, 
within

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within the Dominions and any other Places belonging to 
the Queen of Great Brin, and the moſt Chriftian King, 
Moreover, wacther he gie, having made their Will, or 


Inteftate, their lawiul Heirs and Executors, or Admini. 


ſtrators, reſiding in cither of the Kingdoms, or coming 
from any other Part, although they be not Naturalized, 
ſhall freely and quietly receive and take poſſeſſion of all 
the ſaid Goods and Effets whatſoever, according to the 
Laws of Great Britain and France reſpectively; in fuch 
manner however, that the Wills, and Right of entring up- 
on the Inheritances of Perſons Inteſtate, muſt be proved 
according to Law, as well by th- * gar of the Queen of 
Great Britain, as by the Subjects of rhe moſt Chriſtian 
King, in thoſe Places where each Perſon died, whether 
that may happen in Great Britain, or in France, any Law, 
Statute, Edict, Cuſtom, or Droit  Aubeine whatever to 
the contrary notwithſtanding, | 
XIV. A Diſpute ariſing between any Commander of 
the Ships on both ſides, and his Seamen in any Port of 
the other Party, concerning Wages due to the ſaid Sea- 
men, or other Civil Cauſes, the Magiſtrate of the Place 
ſhall require no more from the Perſon accuſed, than that 
he give to the Accuſer a Declaration in Writing, Witneſſ. 
ed by the Magiſtrate, whereby he ſhall he bound to an. 
ſwer that matter before a Competent Judge in his own 
Country, which being done, it ſhall not be lawſul either for 
the Seamen to deſert their Ship, or to hinder the Com. 
mander from proſecuting his Voyage. It ſhall moreover 
be lawful for the Merchants on both hides, in the Places 
of their Abode, or' elſewhere, to keep Books of their Ac- 
counts, and Affairs, as they ſhall think fit, and to have an 
Intercourſe of Letters, in ſuch Language or Idiom, as they 
ſhall pleaſe, without any moleſtation or ſearch whatſoever, 
But if it ſhould happen to be neceſſary for them to pro- 
duce their Books of Accounts for deciding any Diſpute and 
Controverſie, in ſuch caſe they ſhall be obliged to bring 
into Court the intire Books or Writing, hut io as that the 
udge may not have liberty to in{pect any other Articles 
in the ſaid Fooks, than ſuch as ſhall relate to the Teſti- 
mony, or Authority in queſtion, or {uch as ſhall be neceſ- 
ſary to give Credit to the ſaid Books; neither ſþall it be 
lawful, under any pretence, to take the ſaid Books or Wrir- 
ings forcibly out of the Hands of the Owners, or to retain 
them; the caſe of Bankruptcy only excepted z neither ſhall 
the ſaid Subjects of the Queen of Great Britain be obliged 
to Write their Accounts, Copies of Letters, Acts or In- 


ſtrument s relating to Trade, on Stamped Paper, in Freuch, 


Papier 
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Papier timbre, except their Day-Book, which, that it may 
be produced as Eyidence in any Law Suit, ought according 
to the Laws, which all Perſons trading in France are to ob- 
ſerve, to be {ub{ciibed gratis by the Judge, and ſigned with 

his own hand, | | 

XV. It ſhall not be lawful for any Foreign Privateers, not 
being Subjects of one or ot the other of the Confederates, 
who have Commiſſions from any other Prince, or State, in 
Enmicy with either Nation, to fit their Ships in the Purts of 
one or the other of the aforeſaid Parties, to ſell what they 
have taken, or in any other manner whatevever to Exchange 
either Ships, Merchandizes. or any other Ladings; neither 
ſhall they be allowed even to Purchaſe Victuals, except ſuch 
as ſhall be neceſſary for their going to rhe next Port of that 
Prince from whom they have Commiſſions. 

XVI. The Ships of both Parties being Laden, Sailing a. 
long the Coaſts, or Shores of the other, and being forced 
by Storm into the Havens or Ports, or coming to Land in 
any other manner, ſhall not be obliged there to Unlade 
their Goods, or any part thereof, or to pay any Duty, unleſs 
they do of their own accord unlade their Goods there, 
or diſpoſc of any part of their Lading : But it may be lawful 
to take out of the Ship, and to (ell, leave being firſt obtaia- 
ed f. om thoſe who have the inſpection of Sea-Affairs, a ſmall 
part of their Lading, for this end only, that neceſſaries, ei- 
ther for the Refreſhment or Victualling of the Ship may be 

urchaſed; and in that caſe the whole Lading of the Ship 
all not be ſuhject to pay the Duties, but that ſmall part 
only. which has been taken out and ſold, 

XVII. It ſhall be lawful for all and ſingular the Subjects 
of the Queen of Great Britain, and of the moſt Chriſtian 
King, to Sail with their Ships, with all manner of Liberty 
and Security, no Diſtinction being made, who are the Pro- 
prietors of the Merchandizes Laden thereon, from any Port 
to the places of thoſe who are now, or ſhall be hereafter at 
Enmity with the Queen of Great Briain, or the moſt Chri- 
ſtian King; It ſhall likewiſe be lawful for the Subje&s and 
Inhabitants aforeſaid, to Sail with the Ships and Merchen- 
dizes aforementioned, and to Trade with the ſame liberty 
and ſecurity from the Places, Ports, and Havens cf thoſe 
who are Enemies of both, or of either Party, without any 
Oppoſition or Diſturbance whatſoever, not only directiy 
from the places of the Enemy atorementi ned to Neutral 
phaces, but alſo from one place belonging to an Enemy, to a- 
nother place belonging to an Enemy, whether they be un. 
der the Juriſdiction of the ſame Prince, or under ſeveral. 


As It is now Stipulated concerning Ships and Goods, 
char 
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that free Ships ſhall alſo give a freedom to Goods, and that 
every thing ſhall be deemed to be Free and Extempt, 
which ſhall be found on Board the Ships belonging to the 
Subjects of either of the Confederaces, altho' the whole La- 
ding, or any part thereof, ſhould appertain to the Enemies 
of either of Their Majeſties, Contraband Goods being al. 
ways excepted, on the diſcovery whereof matters ſhall be 
managed according to the ſenſe of the ſubſequent Articles, 
It is alſo agreed in like manner, That the ſame Liberty be 
extended to Perſons who are on Board a Free Ship, with 
this Effect, That although they be Enemies to both, or to 
either Party, they are not to be taken out of that free Ship, 
unleſs they are Soldiers, and in actual ſervice of the E- 
nemies, 

XVIII. This Liberty of Navigation and Commerce ſhall 
extend to all kinds of Merchandize, excepting thoſe only 
which follow in the next Article, and which are tigaiticd by 
the name of Contraband. 

XIX. Under this name of Contraband, or Prohibited 
Goods, fhall be comprehended Arms, great Guns, Bombs, 
with their Fuſees, and other things belonging to them, 
Fire-balls, Gunpowder, Match, Cannon-Ball:, Pikes, 
Swords, Lances, Spears, Hallberds, Mortars, Petards, Gra. 
nadoes, Saltpetre, Muskets, Musket-ball, Helmets, Head- 
pieces, Breaft-plates, Coats of Mail, and the like kinds of 
Arms, proper for arming Souldiers, Musket-refts, Belts, 
Horſes with their Furniture, and all other Warlike Inſtru. 
ments whatever. | 

XX. Theſe Merchandizes which follow, ſhall not be re. 
ekoned among Prohihited Goods, that is to ſay, all forts of 
Clothes, and all other Manufattures woven of any Woo! 
Flax, Silk, Cotten, or any other Materials whatever ; all 
kinds of Cloths, wearing Apparel, together with the Spe. 
cies whereof they are uſed to be made; Geld and Silver, as 
well Coyned as Uncoyned, Tin, Iron, Lead, Copper, Brals, 
Coals; As alſo Wheat and Earley, and any other kind of 
Corn and Pulſe ; Tobacco, and likewiſe all manner of Spi- 
ces, Salted and Smoaked Fleſh, ſalted Fiſh, Cheeſe and 
Butter, Beer, Oyls, Wines, Sugars, and all. forts of 
Salt, and in general all Proviſions which ſerve for the nou- 
riſhmenr of Mankind, and the Suftenance of Life. 
Furthermore all kinds of Cotton, Hemp, Flax, Tarr, Pitch, 
Ropes, Cables, Sails, Sail-cloths, Anchors, and any parts of 
Anchors ; alſo Ship-Maſts, Planks, Boards and Beams of 
what Trees ſoevber; and all other things proper either for 
Building or Repairing Ships; and all other Goods whatever, 

which have not been Worked into the form of any Inſtru- 
ment 
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thent;of thing prepared for War, by Land or by Sea, ſhall not 
be reputed Contraband, much leſs ſuch as have been alrea* 
dy wrought and made up for any other uſe ; all which ſhall 
wholly be reckoned among free Goods, as likewiſe all other 
Merchatdizes and things which are not comprehended, and 
particularly mentioned in the preceding Article, fo that 
they may be Tranſported, and Carried in the freeſt manner 
by the Subjects of both (Confederates, even to places belong. 
ing to an Enemy, ſuch Towns or Places being only except- 
ed, as are at that time Beſieged, Blocked up round about, 
or Inveſted. | 

XXI. To the end that all manner of Diſſentions and Quar- 
rels may beavoided and prevented on one fide, and t'other, 
it is Agreed, That in caſe either of their Royal Majefti 
who are Allied, ſh uld 12 War, the Ships an 
Veſſels belonging to the Subje&s of the other Ally, muſt 
be furniſhed w th Sea Letters or Paſports, expreſſing the 
Name, Property, and Bulk of the Ship, as alſo the Name 
and Place of Habitation of the Maſter or Commander 
ot the aid Ship, that it may _ thereby, that the Ship 
really and truly belongs to the Subjects of one of the Prin- 
ces, which Paſports ſhall be made out and Granted, accord. 
ing to the Form annexed to this Treaty; they ſhall likewiſe 
be recalled every Year, that fs, if the Ship happens to re. 
turn Home within the ſpace of a Year, It is likwiſe aggeed, 
That ſuch Ships being laden, are to be provided, nor only 
with P-ſports, as aboventioned, but alfo with Certiſſcates 
containing the ſeveral particulars of the Cargo, the Place 
whence the Ship Sailed, and whither ſhe is Found, that ſo 
it may be known whether any forbidden or Contraband

XXX. Both their abovenamed Royal Majeſties being 

illing to ſhew a Mutual and Equal Fayour in all their 
Pominions reſpectively to the Subjects of each other. in 
the ſame manner as if they were their own Subjeſts, will 

ive ſuch Orders as hall be neceſſary and effectual, That 
Fultice be Adminiftred concerning Prizes in the Court of 
Admiralty, according to the Rule of Equiry and Right, 
and the Articles of this Treaty, by Judges who are above 
all Suſpicion, and have no manner of Intereſt in the Caaſe 
in D iſpute. 

XX Xl, Whenſoever the Ambaſſadors of each of Their 
Royal Majeſties abovenamed, and other Their Miniſters 
having a publick Character, and reſiding jn the Court o 
the other Prince, ſhall complain of the ynjuſtneſs of the 
Sentences which have been given, Their Majeftie on Each 
fide, ſhall take Care that the ſame be Reviſed and Re-ex- 
amined in their reſpe@ive Councils, that it may appear 
whether the Directions and Proviſions perſcribed in this 
Treaty have been obſerved, and have had their due effec: 
They ſhall likewiſe take care, tbat this matter be effectual.

Certificates, then it may be examined by a proper Judge 
but in ſuch manner as if it ſhall be found from other Proof, 
and Documents, that it does truly belong to the Suhjects of 
either of the Confederates, and does not contain any Prohi- 
ted Goods deſigned to be carried to the Enemy of the other, 
it ſhall not be liable to Confiſcation, but thall be releaſed, 
together with its Cargo, in order to proceed on its Voyage, 
fince it may often happen thatſuch Papers could not come 
to the Ship when ſhe was ſetting Sail from any Port, or 
that they have been loft by ſome chance or other, or that 
they have been taken away from the Ship. And if beſides 
the Paſports and Certificates made according to the form of 
their Treaty, other Paſports and Certificates happen to he 
tound in the Ship, in another form, and perhaps according 
to the Preſcription of Treati:s made with others, no pre. 
tence ſhall be taken from thence, of detaining,or in any wile 
moleſting, either the Ship or Men, or Goods. If the Maſter 
of the Shipnamed in the Paſports be removed by Death,or 
any other cauſe, and another he put in his place, the Paſ 
ports ſhall nevertheleſs retain their force, and the Ships, and 
Goods Laden thereon, ſhall be ſecure, 


VIII. It is further provided on both ſides and ſhall be ta. 
ken fora general Rule, That a- Ship and Gods, altho' they 
have remained in the Enemies Power for 24 Hours, ſhall not 
therefore be eſteemed as Capture, and be immediately made- 
Prize, but if on other Accounts they ought to be reſtored, they 
may be reclaimed, and ſhall be given again to the Proprie- 
tors.
